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THE IMPERATIVE NEED. 

When the sixty-fourth Congress reconvenes on Dec. 4 
it will have less than three months of existence in which 
to carry to fulfillment the Administration’s program of 
legislation. During the first session this Congress put 
through the most important series of measures affecting 
the Services that the ARMY AND Navy JoURNAL has been 
able to record for many years, and, backed by public 
opinion, it has shown a greater willingness to listen to 
the advocates of national preparedness than any of its 
predecessors since the era of the Civil War. The sixty- 
fourth Congress has given us the National Defense Act, a 
blot on which has been its National Guard provisions; the 
Army Appropriation Act, which established the Council 
of National Defense that is already in being; the Naval 
Appropriation Act, with its extensive program for con- 
struction; the Fortification Act, and the Shipping Act. 
In addition to these, as important features in the prob- 
lem of national defense and its solution, have been the 
establishment of the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps 
which puts the air service of the United States on a firmer 
and more effective basis than ever before; and the en- 
largement of the corps at the Military Academy and the 
brigade at the Naval Academy. 

But there was one measure Senator Chamberlain, of 
the Military Affairs Committee, had promised to intro- 
duce in Congress, and which was unfortunately crowded 
out by the pressure of legislation and the seemingly in- 
evitable procrastination of all legislative bodies, that was 
quite as important, if not more important, than all of 
these. This was the bill to provide for universal military 
training and service in the United States. When this 
hopeless situation arose in the closing days of the session 
last August, Senator Chamberlain declared he would in- 
troduce the bill at the opening of the coming session. In 
view of the fact that universal military training and ser- 
vice is the greatest need of our country, if we are to 
work out the solution of the problem of national defense, 
it is to be hoped that Senator Chamberlain will keep to 
his promise in this regard, and that the closing session of 
the sixty-fourth Congress will see this bill added to the 
important list of good works it has accomplished for the 
good of the United States in a military sense. 

In this connection there is an imperative need that 
every citizen in the country who believes in universal 
training and service should take an active part in urging 
the introduction and passage of the Chamberlain bill. 
The most effective way he can do this is to write to his 
representatives in both the Senate and the House, and 
let them know what his views are in the matter. He can 
take a still more active part in this absolutely vital work 
by urging his friends to write these letters which may 
often entail the added task of finding out just who the 
representative is; for it is a regrettable thing that the 
average American takes so little active interest in na- 
tional affairs that he seldom knows who his representative 
is. We repeat that there is no other question of national 
polity before the American people to-day so important as 
this; and there is no single way in which the American 
people can better make their wishes known and have them 
acted on in Congress than by this simple and direct. meth- 
od of writing a letter to their representatives in Congress. 
Listening to and heeding the “voice of the people” is 
not a mere expression of parliamentary reporting. Our 
legislators do both when the voice of the people is loud 
enough to be heard, even through the soft whispers of 
rustling sheets of letter-paper. 

It will not do to leave this work to the members of the 


various preparedness societies. Universal military train- 
ing and service has too many open enemies for that. Al- 
ready the pacifists are beginning a campaign to show that 
it was the pacifist spirit throughout the country that re- 
turned President Wilson to the White House. They are 
maintaining that this spirit will prevent the passage of 
any bill such as Senator Chamberlain has fathered and, 
moreover, that pacifist influence will be strong enough to 
repeal the “conscription” features of the National De- 
fense Act and of the Stivers law in New York state. In 
spite of the fact that he has made no definite progress in 
accomplishing his ends, the pacifist is often able to put a 
check to legislation that is important in military affairs. 
That is something he must not be permitted to do at this 
critical stage of the matter of universal military train- 
ing and service. And there must be no blinking of the 
fact that the entire responsibility for the defeat of the 
pacifists in this matter rests on each individual in the 
United States. We beg every man and woman in the 
United States to write to his or her Senator and Repre- 
sentative at once, expressing the desire that when this 
bill is introduced in Congress they shall do everything to 
see that it becomes a law. Dé&n’t put the responsibility 
up to the “other fellow.” Take it on yourself and see 
that you do it now.

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AS TO TWO NAVAL ACADEMIES. 


There is one class of the naval service that would 
like to see a Pacific coast Naval Academy. They are 
the midshipmen who come from the far Western states. 
They desire the time shortened which they have to travel 
when they go on leave. In their month’s holiday in 
summer eight or ten days are spent in going from and 
in returning to the Annapolis Naval Academy. Prac- 
tically one-third of their vacation is employed in reach- 
ing the place where they want to spend it—“home, sweet 
home.” The officers of the Naval Academy and those 
who are resident at Annapolis either permanently or 
temporarily do not favor two institutions. Their views 
will be made public when the Secretary of the Navy 
shall give Congress his opinion on the subject when that 
body meets on the first Monday in December. This will 
be in response to Senator Fielding’s resolution, passed 
by Congress in the last days of its recent session, calling 
upon the Secretary of the Navy for information in 
regard to the accommodations afforded by the Naval 
Academy and for his opinion in regard to the advisability 
of another Nayal Academy. As the basis of his in- 
formation and the formation of his opinion the Secretary 
of the Navy called upon Capt. E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy, for the necessary 
information regarding the accommodations of the Naval 
Academy and the advisability of two naval institutions 
of learning. 

Captain Eberle appointed a board of officers consist- 
ing of Capt. Louis M. Nulton, U.S.N., Commandant of 
Midshipmen, Naval Academy, and Comdrs. James J. 
Raby, U.S.N., and Wat T. Cluverius, U.S.N., to report 
to him on the subject. This report has been made and 
was forwarded in the latter part of October of this 
year to the Secretary of the Navy. ‘The contents of the 
report would not be divulged, as it was a private com- 
munication to the Secretary of the Navy; but enough 
has transpired to say that the report was strongly for 
one Naval Academy and as equally positive against two. 
The reasons given by Navy officers who have expressed 
their opinion, and they were very vigorous in tone and 
expression, were that it would produce sectionalism 
and a divided spirit in the Navy. One officer declared 
that it would make Mason and Dixon’s line run north 
and south, instead of east and west. In other words, 
that an eastern and western antagonism would exist 
in the naval service. The objection to one academy only, 
making the distance between it and the Pacific so great 
as to require too much time in reaching the eastern 
coast from the school, and vice versa, was met by an 
officer with this statement: “It is only four days from 
New York to San Francisco.” 

Before the Committee on Naval Affairs Captain Eberle, 
Superintendent, testified that they could provide at 
Annapolis for all the expected increase of midshipmen. 
The present buildings would accommodate 1,200, and 
other additional buildings would not be expensive. En- 
largement of the buildings and equipment would provide 
for an unlimited number. With additional equipment 
2,000 could be handled as well as 1,200. It would be 
much cheaper to enlarge the present plant than to dupli- 
cate it, and the operating expenses would be much less. 
Captain Eberle said: “I think, in the first place, the 
spirit of one national academy is better than having 
two. You have all the officers trained exactly alike and 
indoctrinated with the same ideas, and the operating 
expenses would be less. The number of officers would 
be less.”” While Captain Eberle does not think that two 
institutions would lessen the general efficiency of the 
graduates, he still believes that there is no necessity for 
another Naval Academy anywhere in the United States.

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In our issue of Nov. 4 appeared an article by “De- 
moted,” in which he says that electrician sergeants, first 
class and second class; master gunners, and firemen, 
Coast Artillery Corps, are being deprived of quarters. 
Apparently he draws this inference from the fact that 
while Par. 9, Army Regulations, has been amended, 
Par. 1044 has not been changed to conform to the 
changes that have been made in Par. 9. It is under- 
stood that no action has been taken, or will be taken, 
to deprive any non-commissioned staff officer of quarters 
to which he has heretofore been entitled. In fact, the 
action which has been taken with reference to enlisted 
specialists of the Coast Artillery Corps has contemplated 
the addition of the following to those who are entitled to 
quarters: Sergeants major, junior grade; assistant en- 
gineers and radio sergeants. This action contemplates 
that all enlisted specialists above Grade 16 and firemen, 
C.A.C., should be entitled to quarters. It is expected 
that the amendment of Par. 1044, Army Regulations, 
which will make it- conform to Par. 9, A.R., will be 
issued in due season. It is understood that the War 
Department gave considerable thought to the arrange- 
ment of non-commissioned officers in the grade as pub- 
lished in the recent amendment to Par. 9, A.R.; that 
in making this arrangement careful consideration was 
given to the long service in the Army, responsibilities 
and authority of the grades that have been placed first; 
that the arrangement of enlisted specialists decided upon 
was made with the idea of including those of approxi- 
mately equal pay in the same grade. 


— 
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The special commission of Navy officers, headed by 
Rear Admiral J. M. Helm, U.S.N., appointed to investi- 
gate the question of additional navy yards and naval 
stations, will leave for the Pacific coast this week on a 
tour of inspection. The members will go by way of 
Charleston, Pensacola and New Orleans, where facilities 
will also be investigated, and will arrive in Southern 
California Nov. 24. After looking over proposed sites 
on the Pacific the commission will return to the Carib- 
bean Sea, where every available location for Navy bases 
will be considered. Congress, in authorizing appointment 
of the commission, directed that its primary purpose be 
to prepare a report to be submitted at the next session 
as to the “necessity, desirability and advisability of 
establishing an additional navy yard or naval station on 
the Pacific coast.” If the commission recommends such 
a station it is required to recommend a site and estimate 
the cost of establishment and maintenance. Study of the 
Atlantic coast south of Hatteras, the coast of the Gulf 
of Mexico and the Caribbean Sea also was directed “for 
the proper naval defense for that portion of the country.” 
In addition the commission is to review the whole 
question of submarine and aviation bases.

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That the standing of American ships on the high seas 
is slowly but surely returning to the state it occupied 
in the days of the Barbary pirates would seem to be in- 
dicated by the recent incident of the treatment of the 
freighter Columbian by the German submarine U-49 off 
the coast of Spain, which is described on another page. 
In spite of the fact that the Columbian had her Ameri- 
ean flag flying the captain of the submarine coolly or- 
dered the American skipper to follow the U-49, but not 
to approach it or attempt to escape, as in either case the 
Columbian would be sunk. The Columbian followed the 
submarine all night accordingly, sending up rockets from 
time to time to show her position by order of the Ger- 
man commander, who indicated his whereabouts by send- 
ing up rockets also. We have had a good many tragedies 
since these outrages on Americans and American ships 
were begun by the German submarine commanders; but 
in this picture of the Columbian literally in chains to a 
German war vessel we see the greatest tragedy of all. 
For it reveals our country starkly in the light of having 
stripped itself of all its old qualities that made the “free- 
dom of the seas” a principle for which we were ready 
to fight and die if need be. 








Major Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., commanding 
the Southern Department, announces that complaint has 
been made by the postal authorities that soldiers on 
duty on the Mexican border have been violating the 
postal laws by depositing in the mails live insects, 
animals and reptiles. The section of the Postal Laws 
and Regulations, which strictly prohibit this practice, is 
published by General Funston, and a strict observance 
will be required. Persons convicted of violating the 
regulations may be imprisoned for two years and fined 
$1,000.

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To fill the prospective vacancies in the grade of ord- 
nance sergeant the Ordnance Department will conduct 
an examination in February, 1917. Although there are 
now thirteen on the eligible list, it is believed that a good 
portion of these will be appointed before the report on 
the February examination has been received at the De- 
partment. There will be eight vacancies created in 1917 
by retirements and by the usual rate of vacancies from 
other causes there will be about twenty appointments in 
the next year.

A new rifle range with twelve targets in place of the 
six on the old field has been built by the department. of 
military science and tactics of Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N.Y. The new range will have butts at 500 as well as 
200 and 300 yards, the longer range being an innovation 
at the university. There is a large squad of students 
ready to qualify for the sharpshooters medals, which is 
now made possible with the new 500-yard butt. The 
United States Government having placed Cornell on its 
“distinguished institution” roll, will now provide new 
rifles of the latest Springfield pattern, which will be here 
ready for use by the middle of November. Meantime 
practice is being held on the indoor range in the cadet 
armory. The ’varsity team which will participate in the 
intercollegiates and other matches fostered by the Na- 
tional Rifle Association will not be chosen until after 
the students have had an opportunity for at least a 
month’s practice with the new rifles, 





Both the freshman and sophomore classes of Cornell 
University, N.Y., will receive military instruction in the 
new drill hall, for which the state appropriated $350,000, 
according to an ixthaca despatch of Nov. 11 in the New 
York al This means that 2,100 students will undergo 
instruction not unlike that of Plattsburg. Hitherto, on 
account of lack of space, the university has been able 
to drill only the first year men. Willard D. Straight, 
of the firm of J. P. Morgan and Company, who is a 
trustee representing the alumni, has given $10,000 to 
Cornell to purchase equipment for the corps and further 
the military work. 
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Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., in speaking at a 
dinner at the Hamilton Club, of Brooklyn, N.Y., cn 
Noy. 13, said: “The cheap faker, in high position or 
low, who talks of raising an army between sunrise and 
sunset is worse than a murderer. What we need is merci- 
less publicity; we should know the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth about our unpreparedness. Our 
school histories are misleading. They boast of our vic- 
tories over England. They do not emphasize that in the 
Revolution it was only France and the masterly inactivity 
of the other side that saved us.” The volunteer system 
and the National Guard system General Wood con- 


demned, saying that they were vicious. “A nation unpre- 
pared, no matter how good and moral, is in no better 
position than the good and moral man who leaves his 
valuables unprotected in his house,” he said. 
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In a plea for wider musical education among the 
people of the United States through the use of more 
government bands, Edwin Litchfield Turnbull thus 
describes what the Marine Band has done in this respect. 
Writing in the New York Evening Post Mr. Turnbull 
says: “The Federal Government has only one famous 
concert band, that of the U.S. Marine Corps, stationed 
in Washington, and utilized chiefly for official functions 
of the White House, and for open air concerts given 
during the summer season on the White House grounds, 
on the Capitol steps and on the Potomac driveway. The 
Marine Band has been doing a splendid work for musical 
culture, contributing much more, in fact, than any 
military band in this country, and occupying beyond 
question the leading position among American bands.” 
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Col. Robert M. Thompson, president of the Navy 
League of the United States, gave out the following 
statement in Washington, D.C., on Nov. 11: “Last year 
Woodrow Wilson declared himself in favor of prepared- 


ness, for an ‘adequate Navy and for an increase in the 
Army, and the American people have decided to keep 
him four years more in charge of the Government. 
Messrs. Tavenner, Buchanan and Bailey opposed bitterly 
every proposition looking toward preparing this country 
for defense and now all of them are ‘ex’ Congressmen, 
together with ‘Cyclone’ Davis and Calloway, who were 
defeated at the primary. Uncle Sam knows he has a 
favored spot in the sun, and he means to keep it. The 
best of all is that Tavenner, in spite of all Ford’s money, 
could not get himself re-elected.” 





The annual meeting of the Aero Club of America was 
held in New York city on Nov. 14, at which Civil Engr. 
- vert E. Peary, U.S.N., and Howard E. Coffin, of the 
N-val Consulting Board, made addresses. Brig. Gen. 


Robert K. Evans, U.S.A., was elected one of the board 
of governors together with Mr. Peary. The following 
officers were elected: Alan R. Hawley, president; first 
vice president, Henry A. Wise Wood; second vice presi- 
dent, Cortlandt F. Bishop; third vice president, Charles 
Jerome Edwards; fourth vice president, Godfrey L. 
Cabot, and treasurer, Charles Elliot Warren. The policy 
of the club, as expressed at the meeting, is to indorse and 
support whatever will add an airplane or an aviator to 
our aerial defense and hasten the development of the 
aeronautical industry. 
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A gift of $10,000 was received on Nov. 13 from 
Benjamin C. Allen, of Colorado Springs, Colo., to be 
used in the extension of the military training classes 


at the University of Pennsylvania, according to the 
announcement of Provost Smith. The donor was 
graduated from the collegiate department of the univer- 
sity in 1890. About 500 undergraduates have enrolled 
for the military course under Major William. Kelly, jr., 
U.S.A., and the Government may send two non-commis- 
sioned officers to the university to help the Major 
organize a battalion. The training will begin this 
month. Major Kelly said the Government would not 
send the equipment required until a safe place was pro- 
vided for its storage. This is now under consideration. 
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Brig. Gen. William Crozier, U.S.A., left the field head- 
quarters of General Pershing on Nov. 11 on his way to 
Nogales and other Western border points, after com- 


pleting an inspection of ordnance equipment now being 
tried out by troops of the punitive expedition. Speaking 
of his trip, he commented on the fact that by means of 
motor trucks the punitive expedition has been supplied 
at a distance from base headquarters four times greater 
than hitherto had been deemed possible. General Crozier 
paid particular attention to experimental motorcycle 
machine guns and several changes will be made in the 
machines used, although they have proved entirely prac- 
ticable for work in this part of Mexico. 











The Couneil of National Defense, created by the Army 
Appropriation Act, held a preliminary meeting in Wash- 
ington, D.C., on Nov. 13, snd arranged to meet for 
organization Dec. 4 in the office of Secretary Baker at 
the War Department. The Civilian Advisory Commis- 
sion of the council, headed by Dariel Willard, president 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, will attend the 
session, at which definite plars of procedure will be 
mapped out. 
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The Department of Commerce announced on Noy. 14 
that 968 sailing, steam, gas, and unrigged vessels, aggre- 
gating 405,894 gross tons, were built in the United States 
during the ten months ending Nov. 1. In addition, there 
were constructed for foreigners thirty-six wooden vessels 
of 372 gross tons and eleven steel vessels of 25,418 gross 
tons. Of the total tonnage 284,658 tons were steam craft. 
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New titles for the airmen are suggested by a corre- 
spondent, who writes: “I have thought many times it 
would be a good plan if someone could place at once, 
when reading of exploits in the air, the particular branch 
of the Service to which the operator belonged, say, for 
the Navy, Naviator, and for the Army, Armiator.” 





Resolutions to “educate the people of the United 
States, especially the Confederate veterans,” in the use 
of the term “war between the states” in preference to 
“Civil War,’ were adopted by the general convention 
of the United Daughters of the Confederacy, held at 
Dallas, Texas, Nov. 11. 
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In renewing his subscription a correspondent writes:

STATUS OF GENERAL STAFF DETERMINED. 


The following opinion by the Secretary of War on 
the effect of Section 5 of the National Defense Act is 
made public this week. 


War Department, Washington, Sept. 13, 1916. 

The provisions of Section 5 of “An act for making 
further and more effectual provision for the national 
defense, and for other purposes,” approved June 3, 1916, 
relating to the General Staff Corps, call for an opinion 
from the Secretary of War as to their eect upon the 
transaction of the business of the Department and the 
relations to exist in the future between the Chief of 
the General Staff and the heads bureaus 
of the War Department. 


Section 5 provides that the General Staff Corps shall 
consist of one Chief of Stafi, detailed in time of peace 
from major generals of the line, and various other 
officers, for some of whom specific duties are provided, 
as, for instance, that one of them is required to be 
President of the Army War College. The General Staff 
Corps is made a detailed corps, with the result that upon 
being relieved from duty in that corps officers return 
to the branch of tue Army in which they were perma- 
nently commissioned, and no officer detailed to the 
General Staff Corps is eligible to a further detail therein 
until he shall have served two years with the branch 
of the Army in which commissioned, except in time of 
actual or threatened hostilities. Thus, the General Staff 
Corps is made to consist of a constantly changing detail 
of officers brought from the line of the Army and re- 
turned thereto, with the apparent purpose of having 
this corps represent and embody the opinion of the Army 
upon technical military subjects, as that opinion is 
matured and developed from time to time by actual 
experience, and careful provision is made against the 
General Staff Corps becoming a permanent body dis- 
associated from the actual military forces of the nation 
and, therefore, to a greater or less extent, out of touch 
with the opinion of the active Army. 

So far as the duties assigned to the General Staff 
Corps by Section 5 of the National. Defense Act are con- 
cerned. they are covered by the following language: 

All officers detailed in said corps shall be exclusively em- 
ployed in the study of military problems, the preparation of 
plans for the national defense and the utilization of the mili- 
tary forces in time of war, in investigating and reporting 
upen the efficiency and state of preparedness of such forces 
for service in peace or war, or on appropriate general staff 
duties in connection with troops, including the National Guard, 
or as military attachés in foreign countries, or on other duties, 
not of an administrative nature, on which they can be law- 
fully and properly employed. 

- Certain .redistributions of functions arc made by the 
act, the most notable being the abolition of the Mobile 
Army Division and Coast Artillery. Division, the latter 
of which is created into a bureau of the War Depart- 
ment, and the business of the former is committed to 
the office of The Adjutant General. But scattered 
through this section there are statements of this import: 

That the War College shall remain fully subject to the 
supervising, co-ordinating, and informing powers conferred 
by law upon members of the General Staff Corps. 

That the bureau of The Adjutant General shall— 

Subject to the exereise of the supervising, co-ordinating, and 
informing powers conferred upon members of the General 
Staff Corps by Act of Congress last hereinbefore . ted, 
perform the business heretofore performed by the Mobile 
Army Division; and that— 

The Chief of Coast Artillery shall be an additional member 
of the General Staff Corps and shall also be advisor to and 
informant of the Chief of Staff ‘n respect to the business 
under his charge. 

And then follows certain restrictive language which 
calls for this opinion. The language is as follows: 

Provided further, That hereafter members of the General 
Staff Corps shall be confined strictly to the discharge of the 
duties of the general nature of those specified for them in this 
section and in the organic Act of Congress last hereinbefore 
cited, and they shall not be permitted to assume or engage in 
work of an administrative nature that pertains to established 
bureaus or offices of the War Department, or that, being as- 
sumed or engaged in by members of the General Staff Corps, 
would involve impairment of the responsibility or initiative of 
such bureaus or offices, or would cause injurious or unneces- 
sary duplication of or delay in the work thereof; 

It will be observed that the section under review does 
not negative the survival of the “supervising, co-ordinat- 
ing and informing powers” conferred by law upon 
members of the General Staff Corps, but, on the con- 
trary, reiterates those powers, and in the transfer of 
certain business in the War Department from divisions 
abolished by the act expressly ‘subjects those powers in 
the hands of the new donees to the General Staff powers 
either enumerated in this section or incorporated into 
it by reference to the act approved Feb. 14, 1903, which 
created the General Staff Corps, no part of which act 
is in express terms repealed. It seems clear, therefore, 
that the new’ part of this legislation. namely, that 
restricting the work to be done by members of the 
General Staff Corps to work of a non-administrative 
nature, is the only phase of it calling for interpretation, 
and it is equally clear that this interpretation must 
proceed upon the foundation established by an under- 
standing of the ‘intention of Congress, as expressed in 
the Act of Feb. 14, 1903, which is not only the act by 
which the General Staff was established, but is plainly 
the act assumed by Congress as the fundamental and 
organic basis of whatever modifications are intended by 
Section 5 of the Act of June 3, 1916. 


DEVELOPMENT OF SYSTEMATIC INSTRUCTION. 


of various 


The development of a general scheme of | systematic 
instruction in the Army, leading to the original War 
College Board, undoubtedly directed the attention of 
the Secretary of War to the general subject of Army 
organization. In the report for 1901 Secretary Root 
said: 

The creation of the War College Board, and the duties 
which will be imposed upon it, as indicated in my report for 
1899, is probably as near an approach to the establishment of 
a general staff as is practicable under existing law. * * * 

No one can doubt that the general and fieid officers of our 
Army have been too exclusively occupied in details of admin- 
istration, with inadequate opportunity and provision for the 
study of great questions, and consideration and formation of 
plans, comprehensive forethought against future contingencies, 
and co-ordination of the various branches of the service with 
a view to harmonious action. A body of competent milita 
experts should be charged with these matters of the highest 
importance, and to that end I strongly urge the establishment 
by law of a general staff, of which the War College shall form 
a@ part. 

In the annual report for 1902 Secretary Root returns 
to this subject and argues it at considerable length, 
showing continuous improvement in Army organization, 
but saying: . 

Our military system is, however, still exceedingly defective 
at-.the top. We have a personnel unsurpassed anywhere, 

* %* .* We have the different branches of the military 
service well organized, each within itself, for the performance 











of its duties. Our administrative, staff and supply depart- 
ments, as a rule, have at their heads meee and competent men, 
faithful to their duties, each attending’ assiduously to the 
business of this department. Aneta x ; 

But when we come to the co-ordination and direction of all 
these means and agencies of warfare, so that all parts of the 
machine shall work true together, we are weak. Our system 
makes no adequate provision for the directing brain which 
every army must have, to work ully. Cc experi- 
ence has shown that this can not be furnished be A any singl. 
man without assistants, and that it requires a body of officers 
working together under the direction of a chief and entirely 
separate from and independent of the administrative staff of 
an army. * * his body of officers, in distinction from 
the administrative staff, has come to be called a general staff. 

The whole discussion of this subject by Secretary Root 
is informing, and in order to get an understanding of 
the full weight of the argument made all that is said 
on that subject in his report should be examined. The 
following sentences, however, are indicative of the 
thought in his mind: 


Such a body of men doing general staff duty is just as 
necessary to prepare an army properly for war in time of 
peace as it is in time of war. It is not an executive body; it 
is not an administrative body; it acts only through the au- 
thority of others. -It makes intelligent command possible by 
procuring and~arranging information and working out plans 
in detail, and it makes intelligent and effective execution of 
commands possible by keeping all the separate agents advised 
of the parts they are to play in the general scheme. 

The title of Chief of Staff, on the other hand, denotes a 
duty to advise, inform, and assist a superior officer who has 
command, and to represent him, acting in his name and by 
his authority in carrying out his policies and securing the 
execution of his commands. The officer who accepts the posi- 
tion assumes the highest obligation to be perfectly loyal to 
his commander, to exclude all personal interest from his ad- 
vice and representation, and to try, in the most whole-hearted 
way, to help him to right conclusions, and to successful exe- 
eution of his policies, even though his conclusions may not 
agree with the advice given. For the successful performance 
of his duties the chief of staff must have the entire confi- 
dence of his commander. - : 

The Constitution requifes ‘the President to be the com- 
mander of the Army, and a great variety of laws require the 
Secretary of War, who -directty- represents the President, to 
supervise and direct the expenditure of the vast sums of money 
appropriated annually by Congress for the support of the 
Army. As every important movement requires the use of 
money, so long as the Seeretary of War performs this duty 
faithfully he must practically control the operations of the 
Army in time of peace, and there ean not be any independent 
command of the Army, except that which the President him- 
self exercises over the Secretary of War and everybody else 
in the military establishment. It is because Congress has 
always looked to the civilian Secretary at the head of the War 
Department to hold the purse strings, that the laws require 
all the great departments which b=ild the fortifications and 
furnish the arms, supplies, and munitions of war, and_actually 
expend the money for those purposes, such as the Engineer, 
Ordnance, Quartermaster’s, and Subsistence Departments, to 
act under the direction of the Secretary, and withhold from 
the officer who is called ‘‘Commanding General of the Army 
all control over those departments. 

Continuing the argument thus made, Secretary Root 
shows that the office of Commanding General of the 
Army and the powers conferred upon that officer were 
entirely inconsistent with and inadequate for the duty 
contemplated for the Chief of Staff, which office he 
sought to have established. For the latter office he 
desired powers of co-ordination, supervision and control, 
in the name of the Secretary of War and under the 
direction of the Secretary of War, wholly different from 
and greater than those previously entrusted to the Com- 
manding General of the Army. 

In his report for 1903, after the passage of the Act 
of Feb. 14, 1903, Secretary Root says: 

The important military event of the year affecting the 
Regular Army has been the reorganization of the system of 
military control under tne General Staff Act approved Feb. 14, 
1903. * * * This act abolished the separate ofiice of 
Commanding General of the Army, provided for a military 
Chief of Staff to the President, who, acting under the direc- 
tions of the President, or of the Secretary of War represent- 
ing him, should have supervision not only of all troops of the 
line, but of the special staff and supply departments which 
had theretofore reported directly to the Secretary of War; 
and it created for the assistance of the Chief of Staff a 
corps of forty-four officers, who were relieved from all other 
duties. 








THEORY OF CONTROL BY GENERAL STAFF, 


After describing the mode of organization of the first 
General Staff Corps Secretary Root says: 

The tenth article of the regulations relating to the Chief of 
Staff states explicitly the new theory of control inaugurated 
by the General Staff Act. 

That new theory he quotes from the regulations to 
be as follows: 

10. Under the Act of Feb. 14, 1903, the command of the 
Army of the United States rests with the constitutional Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the President. The President will place 
parts of the Army, and separate armies whenever constituted, 
under commanders subordinate to his general command; and; 
in case of exigency seeming to him to require it, he may place 
the whole Army under a single commander subordinate to 
him; but in time of peace and under ordinary conditions the 
administration and control of the Army are effected without 
aby second in command. 

The President’s command is exercised through the Secretary 
of War and the Chief of Staff. The Secretary of War is 
charged with carrying out the policies of the President in 
military affairs. He directly represents the President and is 
bound always to act in conformity to the President’s instrue- 
tions. Under the law and the decisions of the Supreme Court 
his acts are the President’s acts, and his directions and 
orders are the President’s directions and orders. 

The Chief of Staff reports to the Secretary of War, acts 
as his military advisor, receives from him the directions and 
orders given in behalf of the President, and gives effect 
thereto in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Secretary Root then says, with his customary clarity 
and decision of expression: 

it will be perceived that we are here providing for civilian 
control over the military arm, but for civilian control to be 
exercised through a single military expert of high rank, who 
is provided with an adequate corps of professional assistants 
to aid him in the performance of his duties, and who is 
bound to use all his professional skill and knowledge in giving 
effect to the purposes and general directions of his civilian 
superior, or make way for another expert who will do so. 

Commenting upon the effect of the inauguration of the 
system, Secretary Root says: 

In some cases the intervention of the Chief of Staff and his 
assistants has resulted im an apparent diminution of the in- 
dependent authority of other. officers. This has been received 
almost universally with a cheerful readiness to subordinate 
personal considerations to the good of the Service, 

The Act of Feb. 14, 1903, is universally regarded as 
the most important piece of Army legislation. adopted 
in recent years. It was recognized at the time as a 
thoroughgoing and radical change in the theory of Army 
control. Not unnaturally this act received very earnest 
consideration in Congress ‘prior to its passage.’ The 
hearings on it were @xtensive,-and Secretary Root, one 
of the foremost lawyers of the country, and one of the 
great Secretaries of \War of modern times, in his appear- 
ances before committees illustrated and reiterated the 
purpose and meaning of the measure advocated by him. 
I have examined those hearings with some care, and I 
find that, without exception, witnesses and members of 
both House and Senate understood the purpose of the. act 
to be as gathered. from the previous quotations. from 
the annual reports of Mr. Root as Secretary of War, 
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Thus, in his hearing before the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, Secretary Root says: 

You have imposed by law upon the Seeretary of War the 
responsibility for the expenditure of great sums of money 
which you appropriate every year, and you have established 
a great number of corps, bureaus and departments which the 
Secretary is bound to supervise. Now, I have doubt whether — 
it is competent for the Secretary of War to do that through 
the intermediation of a Chief of Staff or a General Staff 
unless there is some statutory authority. I do not know 
whether in the face of the statute which makes the Quarter- 
master General and the Commissary General and the Chief of 
Ordnance directly responsible to the Secretary of War, I can 
order them te report to a Chief of Staff. 

I do not want you to relieve the Secretary of War of re- 
sponsibility, but I want you to enable him to discharge that 
responsibility through a military officer who will gather to- 
gether in the performance of staff duties all the considera- 
tions affecting the decision that the Secretary has to make, 
and do it with military knowledge, instead of the Secretary 
having to dig around and gather them himself and collate the 
advice and requests that come from the heads of these differ- 
0 ae ae that are all overlapping and interwoven in their 
action. 

In short, I think nothing can be clearer from the 
written opinions of the Secretary of War whose sugges- 
tions are responsible for the creation of the General 
Staff, and from. the hearings before the committees of 
Congress and the debates in the Congress upon the 
passage of the General Staff bill, than that it was in- 
tended to supply to the Secretary of War a, lawfully 
authorized military advisor to whom ‘all other heads of 
departments and bureaus should report, and through 
whom the Secretary of War should be constantly kept 
advised and informed; that it should be the duty of this 
officer, aided by the General Staff Corps created by the 
act, so to advise himself of all operations of the military 
departments and bureaus of the War Department as to 
inform the judgment of the Secretary upon any question 
submitted for his decision, and by correlating, ;co- 
ordinating and supervising the judgments of the various 
heads of bureaus and sub-departments be able to prevent 
a civilian Secretary of War from inadvertent error, due 
either to a lack of familiarity with military matters 
or to the vast pressure of business of many and diverse 
characters which too far absorb the time of the Secretary 
of War to permit him, personally, to undertake the de- 
tailed study necessary in each case. 

It was out of this atmosphere and with this intention 
that the Act of February, 1903, was passed, and the 
language adopted to meet this situation seems most apt 
and adequate. I quote from the statute: 

There is hereby established a General Staff Corps, to be 
composed of officers detailed from the Army at large, under 
such rules as may be prescribed by the President. 

See. 2. That the duties of the General Staff Corps shall be 
to prepare plans for the national defense and for the mobiliza- 
tion of the military forces in time of war; to investigate and 
report upon all questions affecting the efficiency of the Army 
and its state of preparation for military operations; to render 
professional aid and assistance to the Secretary of War and to 
general officers and other superior commanders, and to act as 
their agents in informing and co-ordinating the action of all 
the different officers who are subject under the terms of this 
act to the supervision of the Chief of Staff; and to perform 
such other military duties not otherwise assigned by law as 
may be. from time to time prescribed by the President. 


Sec. 4. That the Chief of Staff, under the direction of the 
President or of the Secretary of War, under the direction of 
the President, shall have supervision of all troops of the line 
and of The Adjutant General’s, Inspector General’s, Judge 
Advocate’s, Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, Medical, Pay, and 
Ordnance Departments, the Corps of Engineers, and the Signal 
Corps, and shall perform such other military duties not other- 
wise assigned by law as may be assigned to him by the Presi- 
dent. Duties now prescribed by statute for the Commanding 
General of the Army as a member of the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortification and of the Board of Commissioners of the 
Soldiers’ Home shall be performed by the Chief of Staff or 
other officer designated by the President. 

If this act means anything, it means that in large 
and general terms the Chief of Staff thereby authorized 
has supervision of the corps, bureaus and departments 
therein enumerated, and:the large and generous terms 
employed indicate tke plain intention of Congress to 
empower the Chief of Staff to stand in the relation of 
military aid and advisor to the Secretary of War, and, 
acting in his name, so to direct the activities of the 
heads of bureaus and sub-departments as to co-ordinate 
and harmonize their activities. 


LIMITATION OF FUNCTIONS OF GENERAL STAFF. 


If the large and general purpose outlined in the fore- 
going paragraph has been changed by the language of 
Section 5 of the National Defense Act, that change must 
result from these words: 

All officers detailed in said corps shall be exclusively em- 
ployed * * * on other duties, not of an sdministrative 
nature, . 
or from these words in the proviso: 

* * * and they shall not be permitted to assume or 
engage in work of an administrative nature that pertains to 
established bureaus or offices of the War Department, or that, 
being assumed or engaged in by members of the General 
Staff Corps, would involve impairment of the responsibility or 
initiative of such bureaus or offices, or would cause injurious 
or unnecessary duplication of or delay in the work thereof. 

The weighty part of this language apparently is the 
prohibition upon members of the General Staff from 
performing duties of an administrative nature, and we 
are called upon, therefore, to determine what was meant 
by the words “administrative duties” in this act. 

At the outset it would seem obvious that no such 
glancing blow as this could have been intended as an 
implied repeal of the whole fundamental theory of the 
reorganization act whereby the General Staff was 
created. It is fair to assume that Congress did: not 
intend to inaugurate a race -for power among bureau 
chiefs or to erect the bureaus of the War Department 
into a system of co-ordinated impediments to one another. 
It must not be forgotten that the Army is a whole— 
divided, for the purposes of administration, into many 
parts—but each action by any of the parts must be 
consistent with the healthy action of the whole. A 
realization of this was the moving cause to the creation 
of the General Staff; and if the Congress had come to 
believe that its effort to correct the evils.sought to be 
redressed by the creation of the. General Staff -was a 
failure; and: that. no such supervision and. co-ordination 
as was then aimed at had resulted from the General 
Staff when created, and, so believing, had desired to 
abandon that experiment, it would not have been done 
by this tentative, obscure and admonitory sentence. In 
other words, an evil of large proportions and menacing 
character had presented itself in 1903.: Congress erected 
a new system to deal with that evil. If the system has 
failed and, Congress is disillusioned with it as an experi- 
ment, the whole structure will be swept aside and some 
new corrective of the old evils attempted. But it is 
quite inconceivable that the Congress in any such frame 
of mind would merely paralyze without removing the 
corrective agency it had.created and provide no substitute 
for it—restoring the old system with all of its evils and 
the added encumbrance of a paralyzed and inoperative 
machine originally designed as a corrective. : 

I have read the extremely able arguments which have 


been prepared for my consideration on this subject by 





’ of extremely doubtful import. 
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the Judge Advocate General and others. To the extent 

that I am now disagreeing with the view therein ex- 

pressed it seems to me ‘that my disagreement ‘is rather 

one of assumption than of logic. If it be assumed that 

a lot of promiscuous interferences, duplications and 

losses of time had grown up in the operation cf the 

General Staff system, then the language adopted by Con- 

gress would seem to be an admonition to the Secretary 

of War to correct those difficulties; and to the Chief of 

the General Staff, recalling to his attention the primary 

purposes for which the General Staff was created, -in 

order to prevent a practice growing up which would 

involve the operations of the General Staff in masses 

of detail and so far absorb its mind as to leave no leisure 

for the consideration of genera! policy questions, which 

are, of course, of great moment to be considered. It 

seems to me that the Judge Advocate General does 

assume that the Congress had in mind the existence of 

these duplications, interferences and losses of time, and 

that therefore the Congress, by the use of the word 

“administrative,” must have intended to provide a rule 

which would exclude the General Staff practically from 

every other concern except -the- consideration of large 

policy questions. I admit that’where an evil exists and ‘ 
a legislative enactment is addressed to it the rule of 

interpretation seeks to expand the proposed remedy to 

accomplish the purpose for which it was designed. But 

the Congress had before it no catalogue of evils. No 

complaints were made to the Congress by the Secretary 

of War, who speaks with authority for the War Depart- 

ment, that he found himself unable to secure an adequate 

consideration of major policy problems from the General . 
Staff because Congress had .jmposed conflicting duties 
upon the General Staff. Individual officers of the Army 

may have undertaken’ to express their opinions to mem- 

bers of Congress about the exercise -of the co-ordinating 
functions of the General Staff; but all such opinions : 
are necessarily partisan and partial; so that we must 

limit our assumption to the’ facts, and in so doing we 
find no system of facts adequate as a predicate for action: 
by Congress which would destroy the power of. the 
General Staff, bind the Secretary of War to rely upon 
the unco-ordinated advice of individual. bureau. chiefs, 
and, while giving the Chief of the General Staff the duty 
of co-ordinating the functions of the military bureaus 
of the Department, at the same time prohibit that 
degree of supervision over the affairs of those bureaus 
which, in his judgment, is necessary to equip him with 
qualifying information. 

As a matter of fact, the word “administrative” is one 
Legally it perhaps means, 
when applied to duties, such duties as involve no exer- 
cise of discretion. That is to say, if an officer is directed 
by statute to pay a dollar a day to each of ten persons, 
no discretion is involved in his payments—his duty is 
administrative. If such an officer is authorized to pay 
a dollar a day to so many of a group of ten persons as 
shall have lived up to a certain standard of performance 
in duties assigned them day by day, then the discretion 
of determining the merit of applicants for the pay is 
non-administrative, because a discretionary duty. 
doubt very much, however, whether this word was used 
in any such technical sense. -The rule of construction 
in such cases is that unless there is something in the 
context to determine that a technical meaning is attached 
to a term it will be assumed to be used in the plain, 
ordinary and popular meaning of the word. Now, the 
plain, ordinary and popular meaning of this term in this 
context obviously is that the Chief of the General Staff 
and the members of the General Staff Corps shall not 
administer the offices of the bureau chiefs. That is to 
say, that the Chief of the General Staff shall give no 
order to a subordinate of the Chief of Ordnance or The 
Adjutant General, for that would be the administration 
of that department, and such administration must pro- 
ceed from the head of the department. Indeed, it seems 
to me entirely likely that the statute under examination 
provides its own definition of the meaning of the word 
“administrative,” for it says, in effect, that these ad- 
ministrative duties are such as those. which pertain— 

* %* * to established bureaus or offices of the War De- 
partment, or that, being assumed or engaged in by members 
of the General Staff rps, would involve impairment ‘of the 
responsibility or initiative of such bureaus or offices, or 
would cause injurious or unnecessary duplication of or delay 
in the work thereof. 





DEFINITION OF THE WORD ADMINISTRATIVE. 


These words last quoted supply all the guide necessary 
for a working definition of the word “administrative,” 
and they enumerate the kind of acts which the Congress 
does not intend the General Staff to undertake.. .They 
are exactly the kind of acts which the original act 
creating the General Staff did not intend to assign to 
the General Staff. Secretary Root said the proposed 
duties are not administrative, are not executive, but are 
correlating, informing, supervising. So that we in effect 
have in this latest legislative expression a reiteration 
of the intentions of the Congress.in the earlier act as 
defined and explained by the authority of the act and 
the policy which it embodied. ; 

It seems to me, therefore, entirely clear that the 
structure erected by the Act of 1903 remains as then 
created, except for the explicit modifications provided 
in the Act of 1916 and not-affecting the current of this 
argument; that the Chief of the General Staff is charged 
with the supervision of the various departments, bureaus 
and offices of the War Department for the purpose of 
co-ordinating their activities and for the purpose of so 
informing the judgment of the Secretary of War that 
he may not, by inadvertence or unfamiliarity with mili- 


tary practice, take action which would be prejudicial . 


to harmonious results in the military service. Finding 
the intention of the act to be as here set forth, it is my 
opinion that the Chief of the General Staff is the primary 
advisor of the Secretary of. War in all matters haying 
to do with the Military Establishment; that in order 
properly to inform himself the Chief of the General Staff 
must know of the proceedings in the various bureaus, 
departments and offices; that, to as large an extent..as 
possible, the action of. these. bureaus, departments :and 
offices should be regulated: by large policies laid down 
by the Secretary of War, the carrying out of which 
would involve merely administrative. activity; but that 
in order to make sure that these policies are not being 
departed from or .ought. not to be changed, in order 
properly. to harmonize the relations of. several bureaus, 
it is not only appropriate but. necessary for the Chief of 
the General Staff to pursue, with.as great detail as his 
judgment dictates, the execution of these policies through 
the several bureaus. ; ; ; 

It is easy to imagine ‘a case in which the chief of a 
bureau or an officer would feel that some policy provided 
by the Chief of Staff in an effort to co-ordinate the work 
of. several bureaus, unduly restrained his activities, and 
that such a bureau chief.would desire to argue personally 
for his point of view before the.Secretary of War. In 
any such cases the Chief.of Staff should secure a hearing 
for the bureau chief before the Secretary, and I have no 
doubt that any Chief of Staff or.any Secretary of, Wat 
would be very zealous to see that opinions earne¥Y.. 
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entertained by officers were considered thoroughly, for, 
after all, we ‘are all of us common servants with a 
common purpose in a common cause, and our zeal for 
particular branches of, that service is merely a speciali- 
zation of our zeal for the welfare and: success: of the 
larger whole which includes it. A recognition of this 
fact produced the spirit which Secretary Root referred 
to with so much pleasure immediately after the creation 
of the General Staff, in which slight irritations, due to 
the’ unaccustomed machinery, easily gave way and 
harmonious relations arose. This fine spirit for the 
public service is no less present’now and will work as 
excellent results. ’ 

The policy of. the War Department, therefore, will 
remain as heretofore: The Chief of Staff, speaking in 
the name of the Secretary of War, will co-ordinate and 
supervise the various bureaus, offices and departments 
of the War Department; he will advise the Secretary of 
War; he will inform himself in as great detail as in his 
judgment seems necessary to qualify him adequately to 
advise the Secretary of War. Should any regulations 
or orders be necessary to place the determination herein 
made in proper form, the Chief of the General Staff will 
prepare them for my signature.

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REPORT ON MACHINE RIFLBES. 


We published last week the conclusions of the board 
appointed for the purpose of considering the subject of 
the character and quantity of machine rifles to be sup- 
plied for the Military Service. The board made a 
detailed study of the records of previous tests of machine 
rifles, of reports of military attachés and observers 
abroad, and of literature on the general subject of 
machine rifles furnished by the War Department. Col. 
I. N. Lewis, U.S.A., retired, Lieut. Col. T. B. Mott, 
U.S.A., retired, Lieut. Col. G. O. Squier, Signal Corps, 
U.S.A., Lieut. J. H. Towers, U.S.N., and Capt. William 
A. Castle, U.S.A., appeared before the board and gave 
information on the general subject of machine rifles 
based on their personal observation abroad during the 
present war. Major B. D. Foulois, of the Aviation 
Section of the U.S. Signal Corps, appeared and made a 
statement based on his recent experience on the Mexican 
border and in Mexico. : r 

In response to invitation the following representatives 
of manufacturers and inventors appeared before the 
board: Mr. H. C.. Sheridan, Woodward Building, Wash- 
ington, D.C., of Vickers, Ltd.; Mr. A. Y. Leech, Metro- 
politan Bank Building, Washington, D.C., of the U.S. 
Ordnance Company, American agents of Hotchkiss and 
Cie; Mr. A. H. Fox, of the Ansley H. Fox Co., 2545 
North Broad street, Philadelphia, Pa.;° Mr. 5 f 
Forbes, inventor, New London, Conn.; Lieut. Col. T. 
B. Mott, of the Marlin Arms Corporation, New Haven. 
Conn.; Mr. George D. Haskell, of Hopkins and Allen 
Arms Co., 40 State street, Boston, Mass.; Col. J. J. 
Dooley and Mr. G. H. Powell, of the Savage Arms Co., 
Utica, N.Y.; Col. W. C. Skinner, of the Colt’s Patent 
Fire Arms Manufacturing Co., Hartford, Conn.; Mr. 
Stanley Brown, of the Griscom-Russell Co., 90 West 
street, New York, N.Y. Data regarding the Lang-Weber 
machine rifle, to be manufactured by Sloan and Chace 
Manufacturing Co., Ltd., and the Revelli automatic 
machine rifle, represented by Mr. Allan Miller, were 
presented to and considered by ‘the board. 

The board learns that the Springfield Armory is better 
equipped for conducting exhaustive ballistic and endur- 
ance tests than any other place. The board considers 
that a field test, including airplane tests, should be 
conducted after the ballistic and endurance tests. It is 
recommended that all inventors and manufacturers of 
automatic machine rifles be invited to enter their rifles 
in the test. 

The board further reported as follows: That a total 
of 8,015 heavy type and 9,268 light type machine rifles 
will be required for the Army and National Guard, 
authorized under the National Defense Act, approved 
June 3, 1916, and recommended that the appropriations 
for the required supply of machine rifles be obtained in 
four years in order that rifles be available when the 
yearly increments are raised. 

‘The report of the board has received the approval of 
the Secretary of War. 


PREVIOUS MACHINE GUN TESTS. 


Abstracts are given from the reports of previous tests 
of machine guns. In 1903 exhaustive ballistic and 
endurance tests were conducted at Springfield Armory 
and field tests at Fort Riley, Kas., of the Danish rifle, 
Mitrailleuse; Colt, Vickers-Maxim solid action and 
Vickers-Maxim standard pattern. The Vickers-Maxim 
solid action gun was withdrawn and the test of the 
Danish gun was abandoned because of the failure of 
the feed mechanism to operate properly. ~- 

The finding of the board was “that the Vickers Sons 
and Maxim standard pattern automatic machine gun is 
best adapted to fulfil the requirements of the military 
service.” The War Department adopted the Vickers- 
Maxim and procured 282. 

A board convened by the Chief of Ordnance at Spring- 
field Armory in 1908 reported that “after a careful 
consideration of the record of the test of the Benét- 
Mercié portable machine gun the board finds that this 
gun has successfully passed all the tests to which the 
gun was subjected.” After a supplementary test by 
the School of Musketry in 1908 of the Benét-Mercié 
and Vickers-Maxim the School reported that “the con- 
clusions reached by the board of officers at Springfield 
Armory as to the simplicity and durability of parts and 
certainty of action of this gun have been amply confirmed 
by the results of the various firings held by the School at 

sidio of Monterey, Cal., and the camp of instruction, 
Atascadero, Cal. In view of the merits of this gun as 





set forth in this report, it is believed to be suitable for . 


the machine gun service of both Infantry and Cavalry, 
and recommendation is made that a sufficient number be 
purchased and issued for a thorough service test.” 

A board convened by 8.0. No. 191, W.D., 1913, on 
the recommendation of the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortification tested the Lewis, Coventry, Madsen, 
Vickers, Colt. Benét-Mercié (made by Hotchkiss), and 
Benét Mercié (made by Springfield Armory). The find- 
ings of this board were: 

“That the Lewis automatic rifle as at present designed 
is not considered superior to the service automatic 
machine rifle, on account of the failure to maintain 
continuous fire, the large number of parts that were 
broken and the large number of jams, many of the latter 
— only after much difficulty and considerable 

me. 

“That the Coventry rifle caliber machine gun is still 

an experimental stage of design * * *.”

That the Madsen automatic machine gun passed a 


very creditable test, but is not considered superior to 
the service automatic machine rifle on account of the 
large ntimber of component parts, especially spiral 
springs, pins, etc.” 

“That the Vickers rifle caliber gun, light model, is 
superior to the service automatic machine rifle. This 
gun passed a perfect test, with not a part broken or 
replaced nor a jam that could not be instantly corrected.” 

“That the Colt automatic machine gun passed a very 
creditable test. This gun is practically the same design 
as the Colt automatic machine gun formerly in service, 
with which much difficulty was experienced due to jams, 
which, on account of the inclosed mechanism, are often 
most difficult to reduce.” 

_ “That the Benét-Mercié rifle submitted by the Hotch- 
kiss Company is essentially the same rifle as the service 
automatic machine rifle and Was tested simply to observe 
if the slight changes which have been made in the design 
since the adoption of the present service automatic 
machine rifle would overcome any of the difficulties 
experienced in the use of these rifles in service.” 

“The board is of the opinion that with the exception 
of the Vickers gun none of the other guns submitted 
showed sufficiently marked superiority for the military 
service in comparison with the service automatic machine 
rifle to warrant a further consideration of them in the 
field test.” 

A board was convened by S.O. No. 120, W.D., 1914, 
to conduct field tests for board convened by S.O. No. 191 
of 1913. Guns tested: Four Vickers and four Benét- 
Mercié. Co. D, 11th U.S. Infantry, and Troop D, 6th 
U.S. Cavalry, were detailed to assist the board. The 
period from June 13 to July 27, 1914, was devoted to 
the training of the company and troop in handling the 
two types of guns. July 27 to Aug. 27 was consumed 
by a march from Texas City to.Leon Springs, Texas. 
Field tests were conducted from Aug. 27 to Sept. 12, 
1914. The findings of this board were: 

“The board therefore recommends: 1. That the Vickers 
rifle caliber gun, light model, with the minor alterations 
enumerated below be adopted. as the service type of 
machine gun, the results of the test indicating most 
conclusively that this gun is more suitable for the mili- 
tary service, including. fire from and against airplanes, 
a the automatic machine rifle, caliber .30, model of 

A board was convened by S.O. No. 85, W.D., 1916. 
Guns tested: Lewis gun, chambered for British cal. .303 
ammunition, and Lewis gun, chambered for United States 
cal. .30 ammunition. Findings of board: 

“The board therefore finds that the results of present 
test were not such as to justify the purchase of four 
Lewis guns chambered for the service ammunitica for 
further test at this time, but in view of the desirable 
features of the gun the board recommends that if the 
Savage Arms Company undertake to develop a gun for 
the service ammunition a further test be made, upon 
their request, after development shall have been carried 
to a satisfactory stage.” 

Note: The Lewis gun chambered for U.S. caliber .30 
ammunition was withdrawn by the Savage Arms Com- 
pany before its test was completed, the representatives 
of that company stating, according to the report of the 
board * * * “that, as the gun was in an experi- 
mental stage and it was giving trouble both in feeding 
and in rupturing cartridges, which troubles they thought 
could be overcome in a subsequent gun, they considered 
it useless to continue the test.” 

As the Lewis gun chambered for British .303 ammu- 
nition was the only gun that could be procured for 
immediate delivery, the Chief of Ordnance, U.S. Army, 
bought 353 of these guns when the Militia was called 
into service in June, 1916, to enable those regiments 
of the Militia that had no machine guns to be equipped 
with four guns each. 

A board was convened by S.O. No. 161, V’.D., 1916. 
— gaia Colt automatic machine gun. Findings of 
oard : 

“Considering the performance of the Colt gun in this 
test as compared with the performance of the Lewis 
chambered for the British Mark VII. ammunition, re- 
ported on by this board under date of April 25, 1916, 
the board finds that the Colt gun as submitted is superior 
to the Lewis gun for general service use. The Colt 
showed considerably greater reliability than the Lewis 


gun. 
“The following table shows in summary the data upon 
which this opinion is based:

A board was convened by the department commander, 
Eastern Department, June 13-14, 1916. Guns tested: 
Two Lewis guns chambered for British .303 ammuni- 
tion; two Benét-Mercié guns belonging to the 2d Cavalry. 
Total number of rounds fired from each gun not stated; 
one Lewis gun was fired apparently 2,261 rounds, and 
in addition those rounds fired from airplane mount, the 
number of which is not stated in the report, and the 
other Lewis gun was fired apparently 272 rounds. One 
Benét gun was fired apparently 975 rounds and the other 
ninety-eight rounds. Findings of the board: 

“In the opinion of the board the mobility of the two 
guns is practically the same. Each can be handled by 
one man; the size of crew depends simply upon the 
amount of ammunition carried.” 

“The superiority of the Lewis gun in every other 
particular was clearly demonstrated, the following 
special advantages being noted: (1) Simplicity—this 
was especially important in the night work; (2) the 
comparative rapidity and ease with which a fresh maga- 
zine can be attached and removed in case of jam; (3) 
more efficient cooling device; (4) ease in cocking piece 
for first shot; (5) comparative ease in reduction of 
jams; (6) remarkably satisfactory action in mud and 
sand tests, and with deformed cartridges.” 

-Demonstration of Lewis machine gun at the Naval 
Proving Ground, Indian Head, on July 26, 1916. Re- 
port: “1. A demonstration of the Lewis machine gun 
was given at the Proving Ground on July 26 by two 
representatives of the Savage Arms Company.” 

“An attempt was then made to fire 1,000 rounds, rapid 
fire, but the gun jammed during almost every clip, 
especially after it became heated. Another gun was 
then taken, and about 500 rounds fired practically with- 
out interruption in 1 minute 50 seconds—rapid fire rate 
272 rounds per minute.” . 

“This seems. to be a good gun, and is very simple. 
Extractor and similar parts are easily replaced without 
tools. It does not seem to be completely developed, 


however, or the gun used in demonstrating, fired by 
experts, would not hang up so much.” 





RAILWAY PLANS FOR ARMY MOVEMENTS. 


The special committee of the American Railway Asso- 
ciation appointed to co-operate with the military authori- 
ties of the United States, especially in connection with 
the movement of troops to the Mexican border, submitted 
to the association a report of its activities on Nov. 11. 
The committee was composed of Fairfax Harrison, presi- 
dent of the Southern Railway, chairman; R. H. Aishton, 
president of Chicago and Northwestern Railroad; W. G. 


Besler, president of the Central Railroad of New J-rsey, 
and A. W. Thompson, vice-president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad; George Hodges, secretary. The com- 
mittee in its report says, in part: 

“From June 29 to the present time there have been 
sent from mobilization camps to the Mexican border ap- 
proximately 136,000 troops, and there have been returned 
33,000 troops. This has involved the transportation in 
both directions of 169,000 troops without accident. There 
still remain in mobilization camps to be despatched to 
the Dorder 9,000 troops, and these, together with the 
103,000 still remaining on the border at the present time, 
must | be returned to their homes or places of mobiliza- 
tion.’ 

As a result of its experience, and in consequence of the 
reports which have been submitted to it, the special com- 
mittee offers a number of recommendations calculated to 
facilitate movements of troops throughout the United 
States in time of national . nergency. Among these are: 

That at least semi-annually the railways file with the 
general secretary of the American Railway Association 
a statement of their passenger equipment, subdivided into 
classes, particularly with relation to the character of the 
coaches available and their seating capacity. 

at the committee on relations between railroads pre- 
pare a system of passing reports for movement of troop 
trains which can be put into service upon short notice, 
ciphered, if possible, in order to save telegraphing. Also 
that the committee on relations be directed to prepare a 
passing report for empty passenger equipment, ciphered, 
if possible. 

That under similar conditions in the future .he Pull- 
man Company and the American Railway Association 
combine their offices so that all information as to car and 
troop movements will be available to both. 

That the iailroads having access to each mobilization 
camp designate a representative at each camp, whose 
name will be filed with the general secretary of the Amezi- 
ean Railway Associat‘on, with any changes which may be 
necessary from time to time, in order that no time may 
be lost in such a representative undertaking his duties 
in case of emergency. 

A particular recommendation is that: “An effurt should 
be made to obtain from the War Department a state- 
ment of possible concentration points on the Eastern 
coast, the Gulf coast, the Mexican border and the Pacific 
coast, and the committee on transportation of the Ameéri- 
can Railway Association should work out a series of 
possible routings from the mobilization camps to such 
concentration pvints.” The committee believes that memo- 
randa should Le collected at once on the amount of equip- 
ment and number of troops which would be transperted 
at any time from any point. 

The committee closes its report by quoting in full the 
letter written by President Wilson on June 24 to the 
president of the American Railway Association >xpress- 
ing his appreciation of the work of the Association. 





DESTRUCTION OF AMERICAN S8.S. COLUMBIAN. 

Definite news concerning the destruction of the Ameri- 
ean steamer Columbian off the Spanish coast by the Ger- 
man submarine U-49 on Nov. 8, 1916, was received Nov. 
18 from Corruna, Spain, where Capt. Frederick Curtis, 
of the Columbian, and all of his crew of 109 arrived 
safely. 

Captain Curtis in a statement made to the Associated 
Press said: “My ship, registered at New York, carried 
a cargo of about 9,000 tons and crew of 109, all of whom 
were saved. I stopped on the command of the submarine, 


whose commander ordered me to abandon ship with the 
crew immediately, which we did without other baggage 
than two satchels with dgcuments and mofiey. Sub- 
marine U-49 fired at once two torpedoes at the Columbian, 
which immediately sank. The crew was left in lifeboats, 
while I was taken on board the submarine, which plunged 
immediately after. I was taken into the small quarter- 
master’s cabin, where I found the captains of the Brit- 
ish steamer Seatonia and the Norwegian steamer Balto. 
After me came Captain Yelugsen, of the Norwegian ship 
Fordalen. The cabin was very small. It contained a 
little folding table, a folding chair and three bunks. 
Everything was permeated with the odor of benzine. 
There was no communication with the exterior, and the 
cabin was absolutely dark night and day. We were fed 
in the morning with a few morsels of black bread, a 
cup of coffee and a small portion of bad butter; at noon 
with a stew of canned meat and soup, and at supper, at 
ten o’clock, wit'. coffee or tea and black bread, with but- 
ter or marmalade. The hours spent in this narrow prison 
were very long and disagreeable.” Captain Curtis said 
that he was a prisoner on board the German submarine 
U-49 for six days after the destruction of his vessel. 

The captain of the submarine, said Captain Curtis, was 
about thirty-six years old, while his crew of forty sailors 
were all very young. All were attired in clothing of. 
glossy leather. ‘The submarine signaled the Swedish 
steamship Varing thirteen miles off the Spanish port of 
Camarinas toward noon on Nov. 9. The vessel mopees 
and was ordered to take aboard the captains and land 
them. She also was ordered to take aboard the crews of 
the Columbian and the Norwegian steamships. All were 
welcomed aboard the Varing. The submarine watched 
the operation and then ordered the Varing to make for 
the coast six miles from Camarinas. The Varing was 
directed to set out lifeboats and embark the shipwrecked 
men in them. This was a long and difficult operation, 
and an American from the Columbian fell into the sea 
and narrowly escaped drowning. He was slightly in- 
jured during his rescue. 


A merger of the fleets of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company and the Admiral Line is announced by the 
Railway and Marine News. The name of the company 
to operate the enlarged fleet from the Mexican line to 
Bering Sea will be Pacific Steamship Company. The 
executive headquarters are in Seattle and the other offices 
in Tacoma, San Francisco and Los Angeles. The most 
important feature of the merger is the fact that better 
and more frequent service can be given and extra steam- 
ships will be available for emergency routes, such as 
Nome in the early days of June, for which the company 
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will have available several additional steamships, All 
of the Admiral liners can be placed _in the southeastern 
and southwestern Alaska run next March with a more 
frequent service than ever before given by either com- 
pany. Heretofore the Admiral Line did not operate south 
of San Francisco, north of Juneau or west of Kodiak. 
Lately acquiring the Yale and Harvard, it entered 
Southern California, and now, by the latest merger, will 
extend its service to Skagway, to the Alaska peninsula 
and all Bering Sea ports, made possible by the elimina- 
tion of ships on duplicate runs, giving more ships for 
the north. Alaska therefore becomes the scene of the 
first big rearrangement of routes and extension of service. 
In the duil winter months several boats can be used in 
Hawaiian or foreign trade if required or can go in the 
canal service.

SECRETARY BAKER ON COLLEGE TRAINING. 


In some comments on the admirable spirit of eager- 
ness to co-operate with the Government, displayed by the 
universities and colleges of the United States, as expressed 
at the recent conference of university presidents and War 
Department officials at Washington, Secretary Baker, of 
the War Department, says in The Nation’s Business 
that the utilization of the civil colleges and universities 
of the country for the training of the 50,000 officers 
needed for the Army would be a “businesslike plan.” Mr. 
Baker says that the military training now given in a 
good many of these institutions is not up to the staad- 
ard set by the War Department for the training of offi- 
cers, that it is of perfunctory and of little military value, 
in fact, that the time given to it is practically wasted. 
He shares this opinion, he writes, “with officers who have 
been active at the summer training camps”; and it is 
his opinion that the reason for this is the “lack of mili- 
tary atmosphere at the civil college.” 

Then there has been the difficulty of maintaining the 
interest of the students in their military training, he con- 
tinues. The experience of the schools shows that not 
more than five or six per cent. of the young men who take 
the elementary work go on to the more advanced work. 
One reason for this is that the spirit of discipline, which 
pervades the summer training camps, is lacking in the 
r-zular college work, and the three hours of drill a week 
become in many instances merely an unpleasant routine 
of college life. This suggests that perhaps it would be 
better to confine the college work to theoretical instruc- 
tion in the art of war and arrange for the pupils to at- 
tend a summer camp, where, in a month’s intensive train- 
ing in an atmosphere of military training, with nothing to 
distract attention from the business in hand, the pupil 
will gain more than in a year’s drilling at college. It 
was also suggested at the conference that the colleges set 
aside one month during the school year to be devoted ex- 
clusively to intensive military training. 

Too much stress can hardly be laid on the importance 
of the summer training camp, because, after all, what 
can be done for years to come in the civil colleges and 
universities will be only a small part of what ought to be 
done in this country in the matter of preparedness. Ex- 

rience has shown that even officers of the Militia, who 

ave had years of experience in military work, do 
not always make good officers, and after a little experi- 
ence at a summer camp many of them are willing to 
relegate themselves to the ranks of the privates in order 
to learn how to be soldiers; they Iearn to obey in order 
that later they may be able to command. The student 
should have at least three periods of intensive training in 
summer camps, one preceding his freshman year and one 
preceding and one following his sophomore year. It is 
surprising how the students at the summer camps fairly 
deyour the preliminary work and what proficiency they 
attain. 

Prompt obedience to orders is offensive to ninety-nine 
out-of every one hundred Americans, and it is, therefore. 
no child’s play to enferce military discipline in a college. 
It is a much simpler task in the summer camp. This is 
one of the strongest arguments in favor of confining the 
college work to theoretical instruction. Just as a soldier 
cannot be made in a day, neither can a civil college or 
university be turned into a military academy in a day. 
Both must learn military discipline. President Thomp- 
son, of the University of Ohio, said at the conference 
that after fifty years’ experience, they were learning to 
take orders from the War Department. 

In the event of war, says Secretary Baker, in the 
magazine article, “we should need men greatly, for 
instance, in transportation, in ammunition factories, in 
bridge building and in other phases of engineering, and 
I must insist again and again upon the necessity of inten- 
sive training in these studies as well as in the purely 
military subjects. If we are going to succeed in this 
undertaking the students who enter the Reserve Corps 
must understand the serious import of what they are 
doing. I want to repeat what one of the university presi- 
dents said at the conference, because it states so well the 
position of the Department. He said that it would be 
better for the colleges to turn out 100 thoroughly trained 
commissioned officers than 500 competent to be only non- 
commissioned officers, and that no man should be com- 
missioned as a second lieutenant who was not competent 
to lead a company, because in the stress of war he might 
find himself in command of his company.”

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PATROL SQUADRON CONFERENCE. 


The conference of Navy officers and civilian members 
of the Patrol Squadron that assembled at the Newport 
Naval Training Station, Newport, R.I., on Nov. 9, has 
decided certain plans for the work of the boats comprising 
this volunteer naval auxiliary force. One is that the poats 
will be divided into four Classes, and will be employed to 
patrol harbors and mine fields for mines, drag for mines, 
do despatch duty and search for and attack submarines 
and aircraft. 

These classes are: Type A, slow boats, must be not 
less than forty feet long, seaworthy in all weather up to 
a moderate gale, with a speed of not less ‘than seven 
knots, self-sustaining for four men for four days, and 
carrying a one-pounder and one machine gun. A, 
fast boast, must meet the same requirements with sixteen 
knots . Type B, slow, must be at least sixty feet 
long, able to keep the sea in a moderate gale, with a mini- 
mum speed of ten knots, self-sustaining for five days with 
a crew of eight men, with one anti-aircraft gun fitted for 
horizontal fire, and at least two machine guns, and to be 
equipped with radio and searchlights. Type B, fast, calls 
for a boat at least sixty feet long, able to keep the sea 

-in a moderate gale, with a minimum speed of sixteen 








knots, self-sustaining for five days with a crew of eight 


men. 
-, Officers and men are to have a provisional rank or rat- 
ing in accordance with the approved complement of the 


type of boat on which they are serving, and may be con- 
firmed to such rank or rating if found qualified after three 
months’ active service. In time of peace the owners may 
serve on their own boats if they so desire, but not neces- 
sarily when called into service in time of war -or 
emergency, and the boats are to be distributed at the dis- 
cretion of the commandant of the naval district. 

Admiral Austin M. Knight, U.S.N., commanding the 
second naval district, presided over the conference. Only 
naval officers are in attendance, although Stuart Davis, 
of New York, and A. Loring Swasey, of Boston, com- 
mander and constructor, respectively, of the Ist Patrol 
Squadron, have been ordered to Newport and are aboard 
the yacht Daraga, the “mother ship” of the squadron. 

he conference will consider plans for maneuvers of 
patrol squadrons formed or to be formed in various parts 
of the country, and will also. discuss designs of patrol 
boats with the view of getting squadrons as uniform as 
possible, at the same time making conditions such that 
any patriotic yachtsman may feel able to join. Admiral 
Knight has forwarded to Commander Davis the following 
letter concerning the- 1st Patrol Squadron: 

“I desire to commend the earnestness and zeal mani- 
fested by yourself and the officers and men under your 
command in the preparation for and the carrying out of 
the cruise. I trust and believe that it is the beginning of 
relations of co-operation between the Patrol Squadron 
and the Navy as represented in the second naval district, 
which will continue with results of great value in the de- 
fense of the district.” 





PUBLIC SENTIMENT ON MILITARY TRAINING. 

The Association for National Service, of which Lieut. 
Gen. S. B. M. Young, U.S.A., is the president, has been 
conducting through various newspapers a canvass to 


determine popular sentiment on the subject of national 
military training. This has thus far resulted as follows:

There are three other papers from which no report 
has yet been received and another report will follow. 
The papers whose canvass is not yet completed are the 
Courier-News, Plainfield, N.J.; the Times-Picayune, 
New Orleans; the New Castle Herald, Newcastle, Pa. 
The report from which we quote says: “Two outstanding 
facts have been developed: First, that the country is 
overwhelmingly in favor of some such system of national 
military training as outlined in the ballot of the associa- 
tion, and that the people are far ahead of any class 
opinion that has yet been expressed; second, no opposi- 
tion worthy of the name has been developed in any part 
of the country where this ballot has been published. 
Through friends and other private sources of informa- 
tion we have been advised that many other papers 
throughout the United States have published editorials 
and special articles vicariously, and many more have 
copied articles published in the above named papers 
without reporting to this association. In Spokane the 
campaign was unique and original, in-that the leading 
citizens of eastern Washington took a personal part in 
the campaign. Ballot boxes were placed in the banks, 
trust companies, offi¢es of public service corporations, 
mills, railway stations, clubs and leading stores, and an 
employee with a supply of blank ballots had charge 
of the ballot box and was assigned for this service in 
order to call ihe attention of all persons entering the 
particular store, office, etc., to the balloting and answer 
such questions as were necessary for an intelligent ex- 
pression of opinion on the subject.” This accounts for 
the large vote reported by the Spokesman Review of 
Spokane. 

Commenting: upon the results of its canvass the 
Philadelphia North American says: “An analysis of 
the vote revealed some interesting and suggestive 
features. Of the 4,891 men voting, 4,042, or 82.6 per 
cent., favored national military training. More surpris- 
ing was the fact that more than seven out of every ten 
of the women declared themselves affirmatively. Almost 
without exception they expressed deep aversion toward 
war, but held that it could best be averted, or its evils 
minimized, by adequate preparedness. There were 125 
voters classified as soldiers. Most of them were veterans 
of the Civil War, who have vivid memories of the horrors 
of armed conflict. Yet only eight of the 125 voted no; 
117 urged national military training. The division of 
opinion among clergymen was equally interesting—74 
out of 100 indorsed the system as wise, necessary and 
consistent with the obligations of their religious faith. 
We count it of great significance that the highest favor- 
able percentage was shown among the physicians, nearly 
nine-tenths of whom approved the Swiss system proposal. 
Doctors view such a question without sentiment, and 
plainly they see in national military training a benefit 
to the health of the nation as well as a measure of 
security 

“The opposition has its representatives in all of the 
classes mentioned. .A few of them condemned the specific 
plan suggested, while expressing approval of some less 
sweeping project of preparedness; but it is fair to say. 
we think, that nine-tenths of those whd denounced equal 
service by all citizens were believers in disarmament 
and peace at any price. They would deplore just as 
sincerely, if not so vehemently, any other kind of mili- 
tary preparation than that suggested. Among the voters 
on both sides were Democrats, Republicans and Progres- 
sives, wage-earners and persons of wealth, merchants 
and representatives of the professions, nen and women. 
There were only two groups—Socialists and members 
of the Society of Friends—which cast their votes as a 
matter of organized conviction; and even among these 
there were conflicting ballots. 

“When it is considered that two years ago a proposal 
for national military training would have been dismissed 
as fantastic—we should have viewed it in that light 
ourselves—it is really remarkable that there are so many 
who have convictions favorable to the plan. We were 
among those who believed that war was impossible— 
that the influence of finance, of commerce and of the 
interdependence of nations would be strong enough to 
enforce the rational method of arbitration as the solvent 
of international disputes. But no one can logically 
maintain such ideas now. The cruelty and the waste 
of war are clearer than ever before, but so is its 
actuality. The question whether war exists as a i- 
bility for any nation is no longer debatable. The CS. 

refore, is not whether arbitration is preferable to war, 


the 
but how war can be made less likely, or how, if it cannot 


be averted, the nation can best defend itself: And we 
are encouraged to note that, of the minority which has 
thought seriously upon the problem, more than four-fifths 
believe in national military training as a measure to 
promote peace and insure safety.” 


GOOD WORK OF NATIONAL SERVICE ASSOCIATION. 


_ The excellent work in which the Association for 
National Service is engaged is indicated by the letter 
that follows: 


“Headquarters, 7th Division, N.G., Camp Stewart, 
“El Paso, Texas, Noy. 6, 1916. 
“Mr. H. H. Sheets, 


“Secretary and treasurer, Association for National 
Service, Washington, 

“My Dear Mr. Sheets: I am in receipt of your favor 
dated Oct. 31, 1916, and also clippings and_ reports 
showing the nation-wide campaign your association is 
waging for national service. The term national service 
is certainly well chosen, for if we are ever going to have 
preparedness, in its broadest sense, we must have better 
service from our government officials and employees 
generally ; each citizen must be interested in and fully 
acquainted with this Government, and be willing to 
serve it, if needed, either in a civil or military capacity. 

“Over ninety-nine per cent. of national service will 
ordinarily be rendered in time of peace. A very large 
percentage must be rendered in civil pursuits, if we 
understand the term national service correctly. It in- 
volves a higher standard of citizenship and a higher 
standard of living in both peace and war. 

“There is no question but that there is growing up 
throughout this country to-day a strong party of younger 
men who are going to demand higher efficiency in 
government. The American, who has led his competitors 
so generally throughout the world in civil pursuits, is 
not going to remain satisfied with a poor system. of 
national defense developed by a Government simply’ drift- 
ing. along the line of least resistance. I do not say this 
in criticism of any particular Government, for, as you 
know, we have always lacked a military policy. The 
troops with whom I am serving have made an enviable 
record on the border, yet there are many soldiers here 
who have no moral right to be serving with the colors 
as long as there is no national emergency upon us and 
as long as there are thousands of stalwart young men at 
home free from responsibilities and entirely available for 
service. Married men and older men with responsibilities 
should be called only in the event of an emergency when 
the younger men have gone before them, and they should 
not be called until actually needed. The heartrending 
stories from dependent families of married soldiers who 
have come to the border are well known to the Depart- 
ment. The experience of this division has demonstrated 
that the truest patriotism has been shown by those with 
greatest home responsibilities. If those who can best 
afford to be at the front are to be made available there 
must be some system of compulsion. Before us nations 
have tried to establish systems of national defense 
without including in them a positive means for bringing 
forward the necessary human element, but it cannot be 
done. When our citizens learn that this Government 
of the people must be supported by the people each in 
proportion to his worldly goods, his age and his strength, 
then will we have preparedness in its broadest sense, 
and this nation can proceed safely along its course. A 
nation which will not eventually discipline itself up to 
such a standard cannot long endure. 

“I appreciate the great work your association is doing 
under the efficient leadership of General Young and 
yourself, and I thank you for the support you have given 
my bill for national service.

MEXICO AS OUR ALLY. 


‘That Mexico would stand as the firm ally of the United 
States in the event of a war between our country and 
any other nation outside America was the interpretation 
of Mexico’s understanding of the international situation 
made by Luis Cabrera, of the American-Mexican Joint 
Commission, in a speech delivered before the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science and the Penn- 
sylvania Arbitration and Peace Society in Philadelphia, 
Pa., on Nov. 10. Mr. Cabrera put Mexico’s attitude in 
such a contingency as “one of complete continental sol- 
idarity’ and added, “the main political international 
problem of }":xico consists of her relations with the 
United States.” His speech, in part, as reported by the 
New York Sun, follows: : 

“After the war of 1847, which cost Mexico half of her 
territory," Mexicans have not been able to regain confi- 
dence in regard to the imperialistic tendency that the 
Latin-American countries attribute to the United States. 
During the Mexican revolution, after the occupation of 
Vera Cruz and the Columbus expedition, the “ears of 
Mexicans of a conflict with the United States increased 
considerably, chiefly since it is known that one of the 
political parties of the United States frankly advocates 
intervention. The repeated and public statements of non- 
intervention made by the Democratic Government of the 
United States have not Leen sufficient to allay the fears 
of the Mexicans. : : 

“As a neighbor of the United States Mexico will also 
l-ve as an international — the danger of a con- 
flict between the United States and some European or 
Asiatic Power. ‘The foes of the United States, that are 
always foes of the whole American continent, will cer- 
tainly assume to be friends of Mexico and will try to take 
advantage of any sort of resentment, feeling or distrust 
that Mexico may have against the United States. Mexico, 
nevertheless, understands that in case of a confiict be- 
tween the United States and any other natior outside of 
America her attitude must be one of complete continental 
solidarity. From this — of view the revolutionary 
government has followed a policy of frankness anc econ- 
sistency in her relations with the United States, putting 
always her deeds in accordance with her words ard sin- 
cerely trying iv reach an understanding with the people 
and the Government of the United States. 

“Within Mexico th: real international problem mean 
the protection of foreign life and property and the condi- 
tion of foreigners in regard to natives. On account of the 
non-enforcement of the political and civil laws in favor of 
Mexicans and on account of the always watchfu: diplo- 
matic protection that foreigners have enjoyed, a sort of 

rivileged condition has arisen little by little in favor of 
oreigners. Mexico has the problem. of equalizing the 
conditions of Mexicans and foreigners, not by lowering 
foreigners, but by raising the condition of natives. The 

rivileged condition of foreigners that’ has existed in 
Liexico for a-long time has produced a certain j 
and distrust with which Mexicans look upon the increase 
of immigration and foreign investments in Mexico since 
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such increase would be considered as the strengthening 
of a privileged class. : 

“The problem for Mexico is to find’ the way in which 
foreign money and immigrants can freely come to Mexico 
and contribute to her progress without becoming a privi- 
leged class; that is to say, that instead of becoming a 
growing menace to the sovereignty of Mexico they will 
contribute to the consolidation of her sovereignty and 
independence as a nation.”

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from the reports Nov. 10-16.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


As the result of the new drive undertaken by the 
British on the western front they reported themselves 
Nov. 14 up the valley of Ancre as far as the village 
of Beaucourt. The British report for Nov. 14 reads: 
“We stormed the heavily fortified village of Beaumont- 
Hamel, and advanced to the outskirts of Beaucourt-sur- 
Ancre, which is now in our hands. The prisoners 
reported to date number considerably over five thousand 
and more are coming in.” 

This statement is confirmed by the German official 
report of the same date: “Army Group of Crown Prince 
Rupprecht—On both sides of the River Ancre strong 
British attacks prepared by concentrated artillery fire 
of the heaviest calibers were launched against our posi- 
tions forming an angle to the southwestward. The 
enemy under considerable sacrifices succeeded in pushing 


us back from Beaumont-Hamel and St. Pierre Divion, 
together with the lines adjoining leading into the pre- 
pared positions. Our tenacious defense caused us con- 
siderable losses. Other places on the front were under 
attack from the east of Hebuterne as far as the south 
of Grandcourt. -Wherever the British had entered they 
were ejected by the brisk counter-attacks of our infantry. 
French attacks in the sector of Sailly-Saillisel failed.’ 

The French report follows: “South of the Somme 
during the day the enemy artillery, which was vigorously 
replied to by our guns, violently bombarded the region 
of Pressoire and the sector of Biaches and La Maison- 
nette. In the Argonne we occupied at Le Four de Paris 
a erater caused by the explosion of a German mine. 
On the Verdun front there was an _ intermittent 
cannonade, more active in the regions of Douaumont and 
Vaux. Everywhere else the day was quiet. In the 
Champagne a strong enemy detachment which tried to 
approach our line after a violent bombardment was 
easily repulsed by our fire west of Auberive.” 

The British attack on the two sides of the Ancre 
Brook astride the stream was preceded by four days 
of intense bombardment, followed by an early morning 
attack in a dense fog, such as an Englishman is supposed 
to be at home in, and which in this case concealed their 
movements from the Germans. The British are described 
as creeping within a short distance of the German 
trenches southeast of Armentieres and then charging 
with loud hurrahs. The Germans appear to have counted 
too much upon the defensiveness of the position, from 
which they were driven by a sharp thrust. They fought 
with their backs to the brook, which was swollen with 
the heavy rains, converting its banks into a marsh;' 
much the same. position in which the left wing of Me- 
Clellan’s army found itself at the battle of Fair Oaks 
during the early days of our Civil War. <A large part 
of the German defenses had. given way before the fierce 
bombardment preceding the assault. The British in their 
official report claim to have penetrated the German de- 
fenses on a front of nearly five miles, capturing on the 
13th the strongly fortified village of St. Pierre Divion. 
The German positions north of the Ancre were part of 
their original line and were very strong. 

Previous to the final attack on the Ancre Brook, Nov. 
11, the capture of German trenches with some prisoners 
was reported by the British. The same day the French 
War Office reported the retaking of Saillisel village (on 
the Bapaume-Peronne road) after heavy fighting. The 
bulletin of the French War Office reads: “North of the 
Somme there was a fairly lively artillery struggle in 
the regions of Les Boeufs and Sailly-Saillisel. South 
of the Somme the enemy at about 2:30 o’clock this 
morning carried out a strong attack against our positions 
in the neighborhood of Deniecourt, using flame pro- 
jectors. He was checked immediately by our fire, and 
was obliged to fall back with heavy losses. We main- 
tained our ground in its entirety.” 

The German report was as follows: “Army Group 
of Crown Prince Rupprecht—The battle north of the 
Somme continues. The etragete, which went on from 
morning till night, marked Nov. 14 as another day of 
a great battle. The British hoped that they could. take 
advantage of the success obtained at the beginning, and 
therefore attacked again with strong masses north of 
the Ancre and several times between Le Sars and Gueude- 
court. They succeeded in capturing the village of 
Beaucourt, but on all other portions of the extensive 
front of the attack the violence of their assaults broke 
down, with heavy losses, before our positions. In the 
repulse of the hostile attacks Magdeburg Infantry Regi- 
ment 66, Bavarian Infantry Kegiment 139 and regiments 
of the 4th Guards Infantry Division especially distin- 
guished themselves. The French employed strong forces 
in an effort to capture St. Pierre Vaast Wood, but their 
attacks were entirely unsuccessful, ending in a san- 
guinary defeat.” : : 

The British eapert the successful discharge of gas in 
their attacks. ter on the Germans repor that 
house-to-house fighting near Sailly-Saillisel church 
brought the French small advantages, but Nov. 12 the 
French reported that the entire village was gained by 
a grenade attack, with seven officers, 220 unwounded

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 
RETIREMENT OF GENERAL GQETHALS. 

Major Gen. George W. Goethals, U.S.A., the builder 
of the great Panama Canal and the present Governor of 
the Canal Zone, was retired from active service upon 
his own application Nov. 15, 1916, after forty years’ 
service, and under the provisions of the acts of Congress 
approved June 30, 1882, and March 4, 1915. General 
Goethals, who was appointed: major. general from March 
4, 1915, as a reward for his services in the construction 
of the Panama Canal, was born in New York June 29, 
1858. He entered West Point June 14, 1876, and was 
‘graduated No. 2 in his’ class in June,- 1880, and was 
promoted in the Army second lieutenant, Corps of -En- 
gineers. 

Following graduation from the U.S.M.A. he had a 
brief tour of duty at the Academy and was then sent 
to Willets Point, N.Y., in charge of some government 
work. From Willets. Point he went West, being assigned 
to duty as the Engineer officer of the Department of ‘the 
Columbia. He had two years of this, from November, 
1882, to November, 1884. Following this he spent four 
years at the Military Academy, serving most of the time 
as principal assistant professor of civil. and military 
engineering. In March, 1891, he was placed in charge 
of the government work of improvement on the Ten- 
nessee River. This lasted from March, 1891, until. Oct. 
6, 1894. General Goethals constructed the Mussell 
Shoals Canal, and this-work is known among: his. greatest 
achievements in an engineering way: He also-built the 
Marietta lock in the Ohio River. After being relieved 
from his Tennessee River work he went to Washington 
as assistant to the Chief of Engineers of the Army. . He 
served in this capacity from October, 1894, to May, 1898. 

While under the Chief of Engineers the war with 
Spain broke out, and the then Major Goethals was made 
a lieutenant colonel of Volunteers. For several months 
in 1898 he was Chief Engineer of the 1st Army Corps 
and served in Southern camps. When the Chinese Boxer 
troubles broke out in 1900 Major Goethals went to the 
Orient with the forces. He was on duty in Newport, 
R.1., from Aug. 1, 1900, to June 1, 1903, in charge of 
the fortifications and river and harbor work. He was 
promoted colonel Dec. 3. 1909, has served on the General 
Staff of the Army, and is considered one of the ablest 
officers in the Service. He has done much to aid in the 
working out of a scheme for coast and harbor defense. 
The selection of General Goethals to supervise the 
Panama Canal construction was due primarily to the 
fact that he was regarded as an Army engineer of 
greatest energy and experience for the important work. 
General Goethals was made Governor of the Canal Zone 
after its completion, and several years ago was offered 
the Police Commissionership of New York city by Mayor 
Mitchel. General Goethals a few weeks ago was desig- 
nated by President Wilson as chairman of the commis- 
sion to investigate the workings of the eight-hour law 
passed by the last session of Congress. The commission 
is to begin its work in New York city next week. 

The construction of the canal across the Isthmus of 
Panama takes rank as one of the greatest feats of human 
skill; for over four hundred years it has been the dream 
of adventurous people of Europe and America. The 
difficulties in the way, however, were found too great 
until the project was taken hold of in dead earnest by 
the American Government in 1904, when the United 
States acquired possession of a ten-mile strip running 
across the isthmus, known as the Canal Zone. Thou- 
sands of lives and millions of treasure were sacrificed 
in the attempt to force a passage through the backbone 
of the American continent. The cost to the United 
States from the time it acquired possession to day of 
completion, including $50,000,000 paid to the New French 
Canal Company and to the Republic of Panama for 
property and franchises, approximated $375,000,000. 

The canal is 50.8 miles in length from deep water 
in the Caribbean Sea to deep water in the Pacific. As 
the distance from deep water to the shore line, Limon 
Bay, on the Caribbean side. is four and a half miles, 
and from the Pacific shore line to deep water is about 
four miles, the length of the canal from shore to shore 
is approximately 41144 miles. The canal has a normal 
summit elevation of eighty-five feet above the sea, 
reached by a flight of three locks at Gatun on the 
Atlantic side and by one lock at Pedro Miguel, and a 
flight of two at Miraflores on the Pacific side. All these 
locks are in duplicate; that is, they have two chambers 
side by side. Each lock has a usable length of 1,000 
feet and a width of 110 feet. 

Upon entering the canal from the Atlantic side a 
vessel proceeds from deep water in Limon Bay to Gatun 
locks, 6.9 miles. and upon passing through the locks 
the ship is carried to an elevation of eighty-five feet in 
three lifts to the level of Gatun Lake; thence for a 
distance of sixteen miles the channel is 1.000 feet or 
more in width. For a little more than three miles 
the channel is 800 feet wide, narrowing to 700, then to 
500 feet wide. Passing through the celebrated Gaillard 
Cut (formerly known as the Culebra Cut) the channel 
is 300 feet wide. Passing through Pedro Miguel lock the 
vessel is lowered to the level of Miraflores Lake, fifty- 
five feet above mean tide. through which there is a 
channel! 500 feet wide to Miraflores locks. the two being 
.58 of a mile long. There the vessel is lowered to tide 
level and proceeds through a channel 500 feet wide to 
deep water in the Pacific. The time required for the 
passage of a ship of medium size through the entire 
length of the canal is nine and a half to ten hours, and 
for larger vessels from ten and a half to eleven hours. 

Vessels are towed into and through the locks by 
electric locomotives or “electrical mules,” as they are 
called. The electricity used to operate these engines 
and to operate all the gates and valves, aswell as to 
light the canal and the works, is generated by water 
from Gatun Lake, which drives three turbo-generators 
of about 2,000 kilowatt capacity. Transmission over the 
zone is effected through four substations and a connect- 
ing high voltage transmission line which follows the 
main line of the Panama Railroad. The discharge of 
water at the Gatun spillway makes a turbulent fall 
with a sheer drop of sixty feet, which is one of the 
beautiful sights of the Isthmus.

1909. He was. recently promoted to captain subject to 
examination. 

Capt. Leo I. Samuelson, Inf., U.S.A., unassigned, was 
found physically disqualified for the duties of captain 
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of Infantry by -reason- of disability incident. to the Ser- 
vice, and was retired on Nov. 9, He was born 
in South Carolina Feb. 14, 1878, and is a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1903, being promoted in the Army 
second lieutenant, 15th Infantry. He was transferred 
to the 18th Infantry in August, 1907; was promoted 
first lieutenant, 16th Infantry, March 31, 1910, and was 
transferred to the 10th Infantry the following May. He 
was promoted captain in 1916.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. .Gen. Dan C. Kingman, U.S.A., retired, a former 
Chief of Engineers of the Army, died at Atlantic City, 
He was born in New Hampshire 
and was a-graduate of the U.S. Military Academy, class 
of 1875, standing number two in his. class, and: was pro- 





‘moted in the Army “second lieutenant, Corps of ‘Engi- 


neers,- his.first duty being-with the Engineer. Battalion at 


- Willet’s -Point:-' He’ has -been in charge of various im- 


portant engineering, works and ‘was assistant professor 
of engineering at the Military Academy from August, 
1878, to August, 1881, and was engineer officer of the 
Platte from September, 1881, to November, 1886. He was 
in charge of the improvement of the Yellowstone National 
Park from July, 1883, to March, 1887. He was also 
among other duties in charge of the 4th District of the 
Mississippi River for the purpose of improvement; on 
special work for construction and repairs of levees, im- 
provement of the harbor at New Orleans and points on 
the Red River, and has been a member of various boards. 
He received the thanks of the Legislature of Louisiana 
May 21, 1890, for the splendid services rendered during 
the high water of 1890. - Colonel Kingman was also in 
charge of the 4th District, Mississippi River, to Octo- 
ber, 1890, and was in charge of the defensive works on 
lake shores of New York and water level observations of 
Lake Ontario to Nov. 7, 1895. He was at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., in charge of the improvement of the Tennessee 
River, and various other engineer works. He was division 
engineer of the Southeast Division, in charge of defen- 
sive works on the coast of Georgia, Florida, and of vari- 
ous harbor improvements in his division. These included 
improvement of the inland waterway between Savannah, 
Ga., and Beaufort, S.C., and between Savannah, Ga., and 
Fernandina, Fla. He was also a member of the National 
Land Defense Board. General Kingman reached the 
grade of colonel July 6, 1908, and brigadier general Oct. 
12, 1913, and was retired for age March 6, 1916, after a 
long active record as an officer of recognized ability. 


Lieut. Comdr. A. C. McMechan, U:S.N., retired, whose 
death at. Hampton, Va., Sept. 9, 1916, has just been an- 
nounced by the Navy Department, was born in Ohio 
July 12, 1846, and was appointed to the U.S. Naval 
Academy Feb. 24, 1863. He was retired Oct. 29, 1883, 
for incapacity resulting from an incident of service. 
He served with the Pacific Fleet, 1868-74, and on the 
Asiatic Station, 1874-77. He was in the Quinnebaug of 
the European Squadron, 1878-81, and lastly in the receiy- 
ing ship Independence. 

The remains of Lieut. Clarence K. Bronson, U.S.N., 
who was killed by a bomb explosion during recent aviation 
tests, was buried at Arlington National Cemetery Nov. 
11, 1916, with military honors. The following officers 
served as pallbearers: Lieuts.

Brig. Gen. Wilbur Fisk Sadler, jr., The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of New Jersey, died on Nov. 11, 1916, at Thorne- 
wold, the home of his brother, Mr. Lewis S. Sadler, at 
Carlisle, Pa. He was born in Carlisle, Pa., Nov. 4, 1871. 
a son of Mr. Wilbur F. Sadler, formerly a judge of the 
Cumberland county courts and a pioneer. in the develop- 
ment of trolley lines in Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 
He was educated at Dickinson College: General Sadler 
became connected with the New Jersey National Guard 
in July, 1909, when he was commissioned major and pay- 
master of the 2d Brigade. Soon afterward he was de- 
tailed as an aid to Governor J. Franklin Fort. His ap- 
pointment as The Adjutant General, on April 15, 1909, 
was made by Governor Fort upon the retirement of Gen. 
R. Heber Breintnall. During the recent mobilization of 
the New Jersey National Guard he was active night and 
day for several weeks and at that time he broke down 
under the strain after getting a severe cold while in the 
state camp at Sea Girt. General Sadler built, between 
1892 and 1898, many street railways in Pennsylvania and 
later removed to Trenton, N.J., where he was engaged in 
the construction of suburban trolley lines. He was identi- 
fied prominently with financial affairs and at different 
times-was appointed receiver of several large traction and 
industrial corporations. Besides his father and _his 
brother, Mr. Lewis S. Sadler, General Sadler leaves two 
other brothers, Judge Sylvester S. Sadler, of the Cumber- 
land County Court, and Dr. Horace T. Sadler, of Carl- 
isle. General Sadler was unmarried. Orders issued from 
the A.G.O. at Trenton, announcing the death of Gen- 
eral Sadler, say: “General Sadler brought to the duties 
of the Adjutant General’s Department unusual executive 
and administrative ability. By- tireless attention he 
familiarized himself with the most minute- detail of the 
military organization of the state. He ecvltivated the ac- 
quaintance of the officers connected with the War De- 
partment and Regular Army for the purpose of obtain- 
ing from .them information and their experience upon 
military matters. He endeavored in every. way to ad- 
vance the true interests of the National Guard, and in- 
crease and develop the efficiency of the Service. The re- 
sult of General Sadler’s efforts was to raise the National 
Guard of New Jersey to a standard of efficiency which 
received the deserved commendation .of military au- 
thorities.” ' 

Mr. John P. Messer, who served as an acting third as- 
sistant engineer in the United States Navy during the 
Civil War, died at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, Oct. 31, 1916. 
Mr. Messer was the father-in-law of Ensign Frederick D. 
Powers, U.S.N., now on duty at the navgl training sta- 
tion, San Francisco, Cal. He. was a locomotive engineer 
at eighteen years of age, and was the youngest man ever 
entrusted to rnn an engine on the Concord railroad... He 


. resigned to enter the Navy and became acting third as- 


sistant engineer 1864, and was honorably dis- 


charged. Sept. 30, 1865: Mr. Messer served in the steam 
frigate Colorado, and participated in both bombardments 
and in the capture of Fort: Fisher. At the ‘first battle 
Mr. Messer had charge of the fee department, and at the 
second battle he served as aid to B. F. Garvin, chief 
engineer, and as one of Commodore Henry K. Thatcher’s 
staff officers. Admiral George Dewey, then Lieutenant 
Dewey, was executive officer of the Colorado, and with 
Commodore Thatcher, Chief Engineer Garvin. and Mr. 
Messer was stationed at the bridge. In these engagements 
the Colorado suffered severely and was ordered to the 
New York Navy Yard for repairs. Mr. Messer. was then 
transferred to the U.S.S.-Trefoil. He-was on that vessel 
when she “accidentally” collided with and sunk the Con- 
federate privateer Florida in Hampton Roads off Fortress 

Monroe ;-also at the: capture of Spanish Fort and Fort: 
Blakely in. Mobile Bay: After the war Mr..Messer was 
employed as a locomotive engineer, and ran the engine’ 
to pull the first passenger train into St. Paul and Man- 
kato, Minn. From there he came to Cedar Rapids -in’ 
1869, since which time he has. made this his home. He 
later became an employee of -the B.C.R: and N. road, 
being the. first regular. engineer and master mechanic at 
Cedar Rapids in the employ of this road. In 1879 Mr: 
Messer resigned his position to take the ‘superintendency 
of the Memphis, Kansas and Colorado ‘Railroad, then in 
course of construction. He was superintendent of the 
City. Street Railway Con.pany of Cedar Rapids, and 
after twenty years in the railway service, Mr. Messer 
entered the real estate business. in Cedar Rapids. For 
many years he was a member of the Masonic fraternity. 
He was a member of the First Presbyterian Church.

Col. George E. Swett, a veteran of the Civil War, as- 
sistant manager of the Hotel Traymore, Atlantic City, 
N.J., died there Nov. 14, 1916. He was a hotel man 
of the “old school,” a genial and courteous host and an 
entertaining companion. Colonel Swett fought through 
the Civil War in the 11th New Hampshire Regiment, 
and was invalided home in the last year of the war after 
he had attained the rank of colonel. Shortly after the 
war he conducted the Tremont House at Boston, and 
went from there to the Victoria Hotel at St. John’s, 
New Brunswick. In 1880 he went to the Windsor 
Hotel at Montreal, which he managed for fifteen years. 
In 1895 he managed the Brunswick in New York city 
and then opened the Hotel Chamberlin at Old Point 
Comfort. Following this he conducted Walton’s Hotel 
in Philadelphia for nine years and the Netherlands in 
New York city for several years. He had retired when 
he went to Atlantic City more than a year ago to become 
assistant manager of the Traymore. Colonel Swett was 
a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., the Aztec Society, the 
New York Yacht Club, the Montreal Hunt Club, the 
Forest and Stream Club of Montreal and of a number 
of other important clubs. His daughter, Mrs. Marston; 
a son, Samuel Swett, of New York, and three grand- 
children survive him. His father, Nathaniel F. Swett, 
was a lieutenant in the 9th and 13th U.S. Infantry and 
served in the Mexican and Civil Wars. He was killed 
April 25, 1862. 
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Shortly after leaving her pier at New London, Conn., 
early on the morning of Nov. 17, the German submarine 
freighter Deutschland came into collision in the Race

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NAVAL ARCHITECTS MEETING. 


The twenty-fourth annual meeting of the American 
Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers was 
held in the Engineering Societies Building in New York 
city on Nov. 16 and 17. Stevenson Taylor, president of 
the society, made the opening address, in which he dwelt 
on the opportunity before the United States at the 
present time of resuming its “once formidable place on 
the seas of the world,” and presented some interesting 
statistics regarding tonnage and trade demands for it. 

The normal tonnage of the world in the present year 
Mr. Taylor estimated at about 50,000,000, of which, he 
added, 5,000,000 tons had been destroyed, 12,000,000 
tons commandeered by the nations at war, and 4,400,000 
tons interned in neutral countries, leaving available for 
the present regular international merchant marine ser- 
vice about 28,600,000 tons, or a little more than fifty- 
seven per cent. of what the tonnage would be if condi- 
tions were normal. At the end of 1918, should peace be 
restored by that time, Mr. Taylor estimated that the 
minimum merchant tonnage which will be needed will 
be approximately 55,000,000 tons, and to meet this 
demand he estimated that there will be available about 
48,000,000, which means a shortage of 6,500,000 tons. 
From this it will be seen, added Mr. Taylor, that high 
freights and high prices will continue and shipyards will 
be busy for some years to come, and it behooves all 
concerned, the Government, owners, builders and shippers, 
to see that we obtain our share. He ended his address 
with an appeal for the Government and Shipping Board 
to get together so there would be “no more periods when 
our grain and produce cannot be delivered for want of 
American ships, or times when any foreign government 
shall say what non-contraband can or cannot be shipped 
from our own ports.” 

Among the papers read at the meeting were those by 
Rear Admiral R. T. Hall, Capt. W. L. Rodgers, Capt. 
A. P. Niblack and Naval Constrs. J. A. Furer, H. C. 
Richardson, F. G. Coburn, William McEntee and R. D. 
Gatewood, of the Navy. The titles of these papers were 
given in a recent number. The meeting was brought to 
a close with a dinner at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
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AIR FIGHTING EXTRAORDINARY. 


During the month of Oct. and through the first two 
weeks of November there was an extraordinary burst of 
air fighting over the Western and other fronts. In the 
month of October, according to an official German state- 
ment of Nov. 14, the Germans lost seventeen airplanes 
while the Allies “in the West, in the East and in the 
Balkans lost 104 airplanes, eighty-three of them in air 
fights, fifteen shot down from the ground and six by 
being forced to land behind our lines. Sixty hostile air- 
planes are in our possession. Forty-four machines were 
seen to fall down on the other side of the lines.” 

On Nov. 10 British army headquarters in France is- 
sued a bulletin which reads: “One of our squadrons of 
thirty machines encountered a squadron of from thirty 
to forty machines. An aerial battle took place, and the 
enemy squadron was broken up and dispersed. Six of his 
machines were seen to commence to fall out of control, 
but owing to the severity of the fighting it was not pos- 
sible to watch them to the ground. As a result of other 
fights, nine more hostile machines were driven down in a 
damaged condition, three of which are known to have been 
destroyed. A hostile kite balloon was also attacked and 
sent down in flames. Seven of our machines are missing.” 

On the preceding day, according to the formal Ger- 
man report, “the airmen were very active and shot down 
seventeen hostile airplanes, the fighting continuing b; 
moon light on a clear night.” The French official bul- 
letin of the same date said, ‘French airplanes were en- 
gaged in seventy-seven fights with German machines, in 
which ten German machines were brought down, two of 
them within the French lines.” 

The German Admiralty announced on Nov. 11: “On 
the night of Nov. 9-10 hostile airplanes dropped bombs 
without success on Ostend and Zeebrugge (Belgium). 
One British machine was forced down and captured, and 
the aviator, a British officer, was made prisoner. On the 
morning of Nov. 10 a German battle plane attacked two 
British biplanes between Nieuport mal Dunkirk. It shot 
down one and forced the other to retreat. In the fore- 
noon three of our battle amry met a superior British 
aerial squadron off Ostend, and attacked it immediately. 
After a combat the enemy was forced to withdraw. Our 
machines returned to their base, having suffered insig- 
nificant damages.” Concerning these particular air bat- 
tles the British War Office aneennced on Nov. 10 that 
the bombardment of Ostend and Zeebrugge was attended 
with “satisfactory results.” Seven British machines were 
said to be missing. 
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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller decides that an enlisted man of the 
Marine Corps discharged because of the concealment of 
his minority on enlistment may on discharge be paid 
deposits made pursuant to the Acts of Feb. 9, 1889, and 
June 29, 1906, whether composed of cash deposits or 
amounts checked against his pay account and credited 
to his deposit account. Also that a lieutenant, junior 
grade, who lives with his parents in a six-room apart- 
ment is entitled to commutation for heat and light for 
three rooms if he maintains the entire apartment as his 
quarters; otherwise only for the rooms, not to exceed 
three, exclusively occupied by him.

Fred Brown Whitney, chairman and general counsel 
of the Lake Torpedoboat Company, of Bridgeport, Conn., 
has been elected a “Fellow of the Institute of Inventors,” 
of England, of which Sir Hiram S. Maxim and Nikola 
Tesla are vice presidents. Mercer D. Bndel, the Ameri- 
can patent attorney specialist in submarines, whose 
offices are located in Bridgeport, recently secured in 
England for Mr. Whitney a patent for a radical innova- 
tion covering an entire submarine torpedoboat. The 
British patent number is 2,000,115. Mr. Whitney’s 
patent, among other things, covers a double hull seagoing 
submarine torpedoboat which is propelled by a new 
system in submarines. The Diesel engines are directly 
connected to dynamos, which are located amidships, 
and at the lowest point inside the inner hull. Electric 
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motors are attached direct te the propeller shafts. The 
dynamos generate the electrical current which actuates 
the motcurs, which revolve the propeller shafts for surface 
navigation, When submerged a storage battery furnishes 
the current to actuate the propeller motors.

(e) Should the medical history not have reached the board 
in any case, the board will proceed with the examination, and 
call for medical history only in case of ascertained disability. 

3. Particular attention is called to the fact that examining 
boards are not authorized to omit any part of the mental 
examination reqtired by G.O. 14, War D., 1912. 

4, Information has been received from The Adjutant General 
of the Army that War Department orders will issue at an 
early date governing examinations of field officers. 

5. Immediately upon completion of the examination of any 
officer for promotion the president of’the board conducting his 
examination will report the result thereof, by telegraph, to 
these headquarters.

Academy, and all the Principal Colleges and Universities. 
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The opinion by the Secretary of War on the subject 
of the General Staff which appears on page 357 will be 
found as interesting as it is important. It is an excel- 
lent specimen of sound reasoning and clear statement. 
The acceptance by Mr. Baker of the conclusion of his 
predecessor, Elihu Root, is an indication of a disposition 
to continuity of action in the War Department which 
removes it above the influence of political changes, with 
which the Army has no concern except as they disturb 
its established routine and introduce elements of un- 
certainty in the official methods of dealing with its 
members. The Secretary’s courteous treatment of Mr. 
Root and his opinions is an evidence of proper feeling 
on his part. His reference to Mr. Root as “one cf the 
foremost lawyers of the country, and one of the great 
Secretaries of War of modern times,” is as graceful 
as it is well deserved, as is Mr. Baker’s reference to Mr. 
Root’s “customary clarity and decision of expression.” 
In his conclusion the Secretary announces that: “The 
policy of the War Department will remain, as heretofore: 
The Chief of Staff, speaking in the name of the £ecre- 
tary of War, will co-ordinate and supervise the various 
bureaus, offices and departments of the War Depart- 
ment; he will advise the Secretary of War: he will in- 
form himself in as great detail as in his judgment seems 
necessary to qualify him adequately to advise the Secre- 
tary of War.” Regulations -nd orders to carry out this 
conclusion will follow. 





The Secretary of the Navy has asked the Attorney 
General for an early opinion as to whether the principle 
of selection can be applied to the staff of the Navy. It 
is stated that the Secretary is desirous of knowing 
whether the Selecting Board is authorized to promote 
any officer in the upper grade of the staff to the rank of 
admiral under the recent Naval Appropriation Act. He 
also seeks the Attorney General’s opinion as to whether 
selection can be applied to all grades in the staff. The 
Attorney General will include in his consideration not 
only the personnel legislation of last session, but a? 0 
former acts of Congress and opinions from the Depart- 
ment of Justice. When the Secretary receives this 
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opinion from the Department of Justice he will act upon 
the question of promotions in the staff, 
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It is reported from Atlantic City that the Mexican 
members of the joint peace commission are insisting 
on the withdrawal of General Pershing’s force from 
Mexico and have taken an attitude that is regarded as 
frankly “obstructionist.” The American members, how- 
ever, are optimistic about the prospects of working out 
a military agreement as well as action more favorable 
to American investors, such as the big mining interests. 
Concerning the Mexican military situation the New 
York World says: “It is no pleasure to the United 
States to maintain a large military force in Mexico and 
on the border. Probably there is not a man in the Ser- 
vice who would not be delighted to go elsewhere at once. 
Aside from a few implacables, the American people 
entertain only good-will toward Mexico and the Mexicans. 
But it is nevertheless true that this country is practically 
unanimous in the opinion that there should be no retro- 
grade movement south of the Rio Grande until the 
reasonable ,guarantees which we have demanded have 
been ungrudgingly given. What we insist upon is 
calculated to restore and strengthen the true pride of 
Mexicans. What General Carranza has interposed is 
false pride, as destructive to Mexico as it is dangerous 
to ourselves.” We should also be fully assured that 
the guarantees can be depended upon.

The citizens of Brooklyn are preparing to present to 
the members of the National Guard of Brooklyn now 
on the frontier, some 5,000 in all, an appropriate medal, 
“when Johnny comes marching home.” We find in their 
circular announcing this fact the statement that “eom- 
pulsory military training may be avoided by the existence 
of an ideal National Guard,” to which might have been 
added the further statement that there can be no ideal 
National Guard without compulsory military training. 
The War Department announced on Nov. 9 that five 
more regiments of National Guard had been selected to 
return home from the Mexican border for muster out 
of the Federal service. They are the 7th Infantry 
Regiment of New York, 3d Infantry of Indiana, 3d In- 
fantry of Wisconsin, 3d Infantry of Minnesota, and 
1st Infantry of North Dakota. The War Department 
stated that this order was in pursuance of the Depart- 
ment’s policy to relieve National Guardsmen from border 
service as quickly as conditions permit. The total force 
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of National Guardsmen left will be 99,002 men. 


THE WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 


Until March 3 the Democratic party will remain in 
control of Congress, the changes made in the member- 
ship of that body as a result of the recent election not 
going into effect until the first Monday in December, 
1917, unless President Wilson should call an extra 
session of the incoming Congress, the Sixty-fifth, before 
that date. Since our last issue no material changes 
have been recorded in the general status of the new 
Congress, and there is every likelihood that in a strict 
party vote in the House of Representatives the balance 
of power would lie in the hands of the group of four 
representatives of the minor political parties, as we 
stated. last week. This makes it all the more imperative 
that the present Congress should see that the work it 
began at the last session should be carried to a conclusion 
in the sense of making perfect the legislation affecting 
the Services in which faults have been discovered since 
Congress adjourned. ; 

If the Democratic party is in -earnest as to establish- 
ing the matter of national defense on really firm founda- 
tion it is in an unusually strong position to do so at the 
present time. It is also singularly fortunate in having 
had the weaknesses of the National Defense Act in par- 
ticular exposed through a practical military test during 
the interim since Congress adjourned. The Administra- 
tion has an opportunity that comes to few parties and 
their national leaders to carry to perfection its legislative 
program in the present situation. In addition to having 
much good to its credit, the Administration and the 
majority party in Congress can feel that it has the entire 
country behind them until March 4 at least. Therefore 
it behooves both these forces to bring to perfection what 
they have already begun. From the viewpoint of the good 
of the country, insofar as its military defenses are con- 
cerned, the most important tasks before Congress are 
the rewriting of that portion of the National Defense 
Act which concerns the National Guard and the matter 
of universal military service or training. With the 
suggestions of General Crowder, printed on page 333 
of the ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL in the issue of Nov. 
11, to guide the members, there ought to be little diffi- 
culty in straightening out a iangle that is the most 
serious defect in our whole military system at the present 
time.

UNIVERSAL SERVICE TO THE FORE. 


News received since the writing of the editorial on 
page 356 of this issue on “The Imperative Need” makes 
known the fact that shortly after the convening of Con- 
gress Chairman Chamberlain will take up in the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs the question of universal 
military training or service. It is understood that the 
Senator is anxious to take some steps towards the con- 
sideration of a bill before the recess for the holidays. 
Whether he will conduct hearings before the holiday 
recess, of course, depends upon the attitude of the com- 
mittee. In the meantime the War College, at the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War, is conducting a study of 
the different military policies as they concern the raising 
and training of armed forces. One of the most interesting 
features of this study will be the recent experience of 
this country in the mobilization of the National Guard. 
Not only has the lack of trained men been shown by 
the mobilization of the Guard, but the attention of the 
country is being called to the injustice of the volunteer 
system, in that it keeps men in service who should be 
at home supporting their families and attending to their 
business interests. 

Probably the most ardent advocates of universal mili- 
tary training will be the members of the National Guard. 
Furthermore, National Guardsmen who have had service 
on the Mexican border will prove to be effective wit- 
nesses when they appear before any committee of Con- 
gress. National Guardsmen can rightfully demand the 
passage of laws which will provide that all men of 
military age shall be liable for the same service as that 
they have rendered the country. From their own experi- 
ences they can tell Congress of what great importance 
it is to provide an adequate system of training for the 
young men of the country. 

Already many members of the National Guard have 
made known their views upon the subject. Some of 
them, in refusing to take the dual’oath of the National 
Guard upon returning from the border, have declared 
that they are willing to serve if military duty is 
equalized. They have declared frankly that they do not 
intend to volunteer to discharge the military duties of 
others who are equally able to render this service. On 
this account the states are having the same experience 
in filling up the National Guard as they did before the 
passage of the National Defense Act with its provisions 
for Federal pay of the National Guard. So far the pay 
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features of the Defense Act are not proving to be as 
attractive to National Guardsmen as was anticipated. 

The National Guardsmen to a great extent have had 
a complete change of heart on military questions since 
they have served on the border. Those states, like 
Pennsylvania, that required the National Guard to take 
the dual oath upon mobilization have the first increment 
under the Defense Act filled.. Those that have waited 
until after the call for “service on the border was issued 
are short of the required strength of the National Guard. 
As the complete returns have not been made to the War 
Department it is not known just what will be the 
strength of the National Guard under the new law. 
The Militia Bureau has fixed Nov. 30 as the date upon 
which the states are required to complete the reorgani- 
zation of the National Guard under the Defense Act. 
Notice was sent out on June 16 that the Militiamen 
who intended to take the dual oath prescribed for the 
National Guard should comply by Nov. 30. After that 
the reports from the different states will show the 
strength of the new National Guard. 

The difficulty of securing recruits for National Guard 
organizations serving on the Mexican border is plainly 
apparent from the fact that during the month of October, 
1916, the great state of New York could only secure 
184 men. This is a reduction of practically half the 
total of enlistments made during September, which was 
872. Military service in the National Guard since the 
border experience and under the new National Defense 
Act is certainly not popular.

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EVENTS IN WORLD POLITICS. 


Great Britain’s reply to the protest made by the 
United States on July 28 against the trade blacklist 
announced by the British government was made public 
by the State Department on Nov. 14. It is dated Oct. 
10 and bears the signature of Viscount Grey, British 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. The two chief 
contentions in Viscount Grey’s reply are that Great 
Britain is justified in placing the names of American 
firms on the blacklist and that the action involves no 
infraction of international law. He points out that 
England has a long war ahead of her and that she is 
justified in taking every means at her power to overcome 
her opponents, and says that the United States can 
hardly question the propriety of the British government 
making regulations for its own subjects. As has been 
the almost invariable custom of the British government 
jn the course of its diplomatic interchanges with the 
United States since the European war began, the British 
Secretary of State quotes one of our courses of action 
during the Civil War as justification for its own in this 
matter. It was our position in connection with British 
ships engaged in trade with Nassau, as Viscount Grey 
politely reminds our Government, that caused Lord 
Russell in 1862 to issue a notice to the Liverpool mer- 
chants who were trading with the Bahamas, and who 
had protested against the action of the United States, 
that their “true remedy would be to refrain from this 
species of trade.” 

Germany and Austria “by joint action” proclaimed 
Warsaw and Lublin the kingdom of Poland on Nov. 5 
and “re-established the right of the Polish nation to con- 
trol its destinies, to live an independent national life and 
to govern itself by chosen representatives of the nation.” 
On Nov. 11 another proclamation was issued by Germany 
and Austria calling upon the Poles to volunteer for a new 
Polish army to fight side by side with those of the Cen- 
tral Powers. It is worthy of note that Ignace Paderew- 
ski, who is a Polish patriot as well as the greatest living 
pianist, said in response to an inquiry as to this procla- 
mation that he did not think it would do much for his 
country. It was announced on Nov. 14 in accordance 
with the views. expressed by all portions ef the Polish 
population that the first step to be taken in order to make 
possible their collaboration in the country’s government 
prior to the establishment of their own state should be an 
election in order to form a state council. Concerning the 
participation of the districts of' the kingdom of Poland 
under Austro-Hungarian administration, an agreement 
will be reached with competent authorities. The uniform 
of the new Polish army is described as combining a sug- 
gestion of the uniform of the Polish troops which fought 
under Napoleon I. and that of the present Polish Legions. 
The blouse of the Legions is to be worn, bearing on the 
left arm the Polish eagle just as it appeared on the lance 
of the Polish Uhlans of Napoleon’s time. On Nov. 15 
the Russian government issued a protest against the 
action of Germany and Austria in proclaiming an in- 
dependent Polish state; Russia insisting that her inten- 
tion of creating a Poland which shall embrace all Polish 
territory and to maintain it on the basis of autonomy 
under Russian sovereignty remained unaltered. The 
statement declared that the chief purpose behind the 
action of the Central Powers was “an effort to swell 
the ranks of the Teutonic armies” and that it was “a 
fresh, gross infringement by our enemies of the funda- 
mental principles of international law.” 

An undated cablegram received at the State Depart- 
ment from Mecca on Nov. 11 announces the proclama- 
tion of an independent Arabian kingdom. The cablegram 
is signed by Shereef Abdullah, who styles himself 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. Abdullah announces that 
Shereef Hassan Ben Ali was proclaimed King of Arabia. 
The cablegram proclaims the absolute independence of 
Arabia from Turkish rule and speaks in rather un- 
complimentary language of Turkish authorities, referring 
to Ottoman officials and soldiers as a “gang.” Shereef 
Abdullah’s cablegram does not state specifically how 
much of Arabian territory: has: been brought under the 
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tule of the new King, but the revolt reached into the 
territory surrounding Mecca. State Department officials 
know nothing about. either Abdullah or the newly pro- 
claimed King. Steps will be taken to, verify the state- 
ment made in the cablegram. Whether any form of 
recognition will be extended to the kingdom of Arabia 
is a matter of some doubt. It is possible that the exist- 
ence of a de facto government might be recognized, but 
full recognition cannot be given until the terms of peace 
are arranged between the warring European nations. 

Complete details of the recent proposal to the Brazilian 
Parliament by. the Brazilian Society of International Law 
of the formation of a league of neutrals to resist trade re- 
strictions and ‘other encroachments by belligerents were 
made publie in Washington, D.C., on Nov. 12 through the 
Official Gazette of the Brazilian Parliament. They recog- 
nize, by inference, that these things may force the neu- 
tral nations into’ war. 'The proposed league would con- 
sist of all présent neutrals, and would spring automati- 
cally into action whenever another war broke out. The 
society urges the government to take immediate steps to 
procure the co-operation of all neutrals for the declara- 
tion of a uniform series of neutral rights and for their en- 
forcement of the same. Violations of these rights would 
be met under the plan, first by the withdrawal by the 
neutral league of the privilege of friendly treatment for 
the offending nation, including the trade rights. In case 
a consular or diplomatic official should be concerned, his 
credentials would be handed him.at once. _If this proved 
unavailing, hostilities might follow. The report, while 
directed at both belligerents, is more concerned with Brit- 
ish trade violations. The efforts of the United States 
are recognized, but are declared ineffective and the en- 
tente blockade is particularly criticized. 

That Norway is growing irritated by Germany’ Ss course 
in respect to naval affairs to the point where action 
must follow, possibly as a precursor to war, is suggested 
by a despatch from Copenhagen of Nov. 14 that tells 
of a Norwegian ship firing a shot at a German ship for 
refusing to stop at command. When the German captain 
heeded the shot through his rigging the Norwegians then 
boarded the vessel and dismantled its wireless apparatus. 
Since the beginning of the war foreign ships have 
not been permitted to carry wireless installation in 
Norwegian waters. 
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The Army Athletic Council, in sending out tickets 
on the Army side for the annual football game to be 
played at the Polo Grounds in New York city on Nov. 
25, requests that if any of the tickets cannot be. used 
they be returned promptly, so that other subscribers 
may be accommodated. Returned tickets should reach 
West Point before Nov. 23, or the Hotel Astor on Nov. 
24 or the morning of Nov. 25. The Army Athletic 
Council requests the earnest co-operation of all its 
subscribers in keeping tickets distributed by the council 
out of the hands of speculators. Every year tickets 
sent from West Point are found for sale. If any tickets 
sent out by the council are found for sale this year, and 
if after investigation the responsibility for such un- 
authorized use of tickets can be fixed, the responsible 
parties will be dropped from the rolls of the association 
and tickets will not in future be sent them. The Army 
headquarters in New York city will be the Hotel Astor, 
Forty-fourth street and Broadway. Lieut. J. B. Craw- 
ford, C.A.C., is secretary-treasurer of the Army Athletic 
Council. Lieutenant Crawford announced on Nov. 16 
that all the Army’s share of football tickets for the 
Army-Navy game in New York had been distributed. 
The itinerary of the Army eleven and the battalion of 
eadets who will go to New York city on Nov. 25 for 
the game is being arranged. 
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“The withdrawal of Col. Joseph BE. Kuhn, U.S.A., 
Military Attaché of the American Embassy at Berlin, 
is plainly dictated by motives of self-respect on the part 
of this nation,’ says the New York World in comment- 
ing on a newspaper despatch announcing that fact. It 
continues: “Before the announcement from Washington 
that Colonel Kuhn was to be recalled, Mr. Swope, of 
the World staff, had told how the privileges accorded 
to the military attachés of other embassies had been 
withheld from the Military and Naval Attaché of the 
United States. Of course, if it saw fit to do so, the 
German government was entirely within its rights in 
discriminating against them, but its choice of methods 
creates an unpleasant impression. The ordinary rules 
of courtesy between friendly nations would require 
uniform treatment officially of all .foreign attachés. 
Colonel Kuhn has not overstepped the limits of propriety 
or in any respect personally given cause for offense. No 
complaint has ever been lodged against him or Com- 
mander Gherardi. It is not to their reproach that they 
have been subjected at Berlin to manifestations of dis- 
pleasure, which leave their honor unblemished.” 
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The Naval Academy Extension of the Naval War 
College will begin the winter course on Monday, Dee. 4. 
On this date Capt. N. C. Twining, U.S.N., who is in 
charge of tactics and the maneuver board at the War 
College at Newport, will deliver a lecture on these 
subjects in the lecture room of Sampson Hall at 8 p.m. 
In connection with this course the following additional 
lectures take place: Nov. 17, Rear Admiral A. M. Knight, 
U.S.N., President of the War College, lectured on 
the “Strategical War Game of the Atlantic Fleet of 
August, 1916,” in which: the Naval Academy Practice 
Squadron participated, and of which Admiral Knight 


was chief umpire. He also-discussed the battle of Jut- 
land. March 16, 1917, Comdr. C. T. Vogelgesang, U.S.N., 
speaks on “Strategy and»the Chart Maneuver”; April 
6, Comdr. Waldo Evans, U.S.N., on “Scouting and Scout- 
ing Methods.” Tentative arrangements have been made 
for the following lectures: Dec. 13, Capt. J. S. Seneahy 
U.S.N., “An Outline of Our Strategical Situation”; Jan. 
15, 1917, “Our Coast Defenses,” by an officer from the 
Army War College; Feb. 19, Capt. J. S. McKean, 
“Logistics.” 

Sir Sam Hughes, the Canadian “Minister of Militia 
and Defense, resigned from the Dominion Cabinet on 
Nov. 13 at the request of Premier Borden, according to 
newspaper accounts. The Canadian government issued 
the following statement concerning the matter: “The 
retirement of Sir Sam Hughes is in part the outcome 
of the establishment of the ministry of overseas forces 
and in part is due to assumption by Sir Sam of powers 
which in the judgment of the Prime Minister can be 
exercised only by the government as a whole. It is 
anticipated that the correspondence which brought about 





' the request for the minister’s resignation. will be made 


public immediately. . It must first be submitted to the 
Governor General.” On the following day a summary 
of the correspondence referred to in the above statement 
was issued by the Dominion authorities. It showed that 
the chief cause of difference between Premier Borden and 
Sir Sam Hughes was the appointment of Sir George 
Perley as Overseas Minister of Militia. Sir Sam declared 
in his letter to the Premier that he (Sir Sam) “had 
heard the Premier had intended to retire and hand over 
the Canadian Prime Ministership to another under whom 
it is well known I would not serve.” 

The bluejackets of the Atlantic Fleet will have an 
opportunity next spring to visit the Panama Canal and 
see the wonderful engineering undertaking. According 
to the schedule of the Atlantic Fleet announced at the 
Navy Department, the battleship force, the cruiser force, 
the active destroyers and the mine and train force are 
due to make a five-day visit to the canal during the 
period of fleet exercises between March 17 and 26. 
Thousands of young men making their first cruise will 
therefore be afforded the rare chance of viewing for them- 
selves the construction and operations of the canal. 
While no formal arrangements have yet been made, it 
is expected that a program will be pr epared by the canal 
authorities, working in conjunction with Admiral Mayo, 
of the Atlantic Fleet, whereby all the men will be given 
facilities for making a sightseeing trip across the 
isthmus. This was done four years ago when the big 
fleet made a sightseeing trip to the isthmus. 
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The attention of Congress will again be called to the 
inadequacy of the Indian Head Proving Ground. There 
has been such an increase in ranges since 1891, when 
the grounds were established, that the Navy Department 
simply has not the room to give large guns the required 
test. Especially with the increase in the caliber of the 
battleship guns to sixteen inches will the enlargement 
of the ‘Indian Head grounds become necessary. The 
Indian Head powder plant is now working at its full 
capacity. With the recent improvements the plant is 
turning out 22,000 pounds of powder per day, which 
is more than double its output of 1914.

The Navy Department will shortly issue an order 
giving the list of the chief warrant officers who, are 
entitled to the pay of a lieutenant and lieutenant junior 
grade. Under the last Naval Appropriation Act chief 
warrant officers who have served six years in that grade 
are entitled to the pay of lieutenant junior grade, and 
those who have had twelve years’ service to the pay of 
lieutenant. The chief warrant officers are to receive this 
rate of pay if they have had creditable records. In 
carrying out this provision the Bureau of. Navigation 
has been going over the records of the chief warrant 
officers with great care. 
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Two new companies of marines are being organized 
at Charlestown and a detachment at Norfolk. The 
5ist Company, which is one of the ‘new ones, is to'be 
assigned to the Vermont, which sails from Philadelphia 
on Nov. 20, and the other, the 52d, to the New Hamp- 
shire, sailing from Philadelphia on Dec. 1. The detach- 
ment at Norfolk, under the command of Capt. R. BE. 
Messersmith, U.S.M.C., is to be assigned to the armored 
cruiser Seattle. 
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Four officers of the Army have been selected for 
General Staff duty. Col. F. E. Lacey, jr., Inf., will be 
assigned to duty as chief of staff of the Hawaiian De- 
partment; Capt. H. C. Merriam, C.A.C., is ordered 
to Honolulu as assistant chief of staff; Capt. A. B. 
Coxe, Cav., and Capt. D. F. Craig, 4th Field Art., are 
ordered to report to General Funston. 
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Owing to war conditions abroad that delay all mails, 
Postmaster Morgan, of New York city, called attention

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EXAMINATION FOR ACTING ENSIGNS, U.SN. 


The Navy Department has concluded all of its arrange- 
ments for holding an examination on Jan. 8, 1917, for 
appointment in the. Navy as acting ensign for engineer 
duty, in accordance with an Act of Congress dated 
Aug. 29, 1916, as follows: ; 


“That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized 
to appoint annually in the line of the Navy for a period 
of ten years following the passage of this act, in the 
order of merit determined by such competitive exami- 
nation as he may prescribe, thirty acting. ensigns. for 
the performance of engineering duties only. Persons 
so appointed must have received a degree of mechanical 
or electrical engineer ‘from a- college or university of 
high standing or be graduates of technical schools 
approved by the Secretary of Navy, must have been 
found pbysically qualified by a board gf medical officers 
of the Navy for the performance of the duties required, 
and must at the time of appointment be not less than 
twenty nor more than twenty-six years of age. Such 
appointments shall be for a probationary period of three 
years, and may be revoked at any time by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

“Such acting ensigns shall, upon the completion of 
the probationary period of three years, of which two 
years shall have been spent on board cruising vessels 
and one year pursuing a course of instruction at the 
Naval Academy prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
be commissioned in the grade of lieutenant of the junior 
grade after satisfactorily passing such examination as 
may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, and 
having been recommended for promotion by the examin- 
ing board and found physically qualified by a board of 
medical officers of the Navy. 

“Such officers shall thereafter be required to perform 
engineering duties only, and shall be eligible for ad- 
vancement to the higher grades in the manner herein 
— for line officers assigned to engineering duty 
only. 

These examinations will be held simultaneously at 
various places throughout the United States, as is set 
forth in the Department’s circular of information on this 
subject, copies of which will be furnished on application.”

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SOLVING NAVY PROGRAM PROBLEM. 


Secretary Daniels had a long conference with the 
representatives of the shipbuilding firms that have made 
bids for the new ships on the 1917 naval program in 
Washington on Nov. 15 in an effort to solve the many 
problems that have arisen owing to new types of craft, 
the electric system of propulsion and the economic 
situation in the United States. 

Some of the shipbuilding concerns urged that the time 
limit within which ships might be delivered be omitted. 
Secretary Daniels said he would not make any such 
modification of the Department’s requirements. Bidders 
for the battleship contracts asked that the Department 
eliminate the proposed electric driving machinery. Their 
reasons for this request were that they know nothing 
about electric drives, and the new construction would 
throw their plants into disorder. A further objection 
was that the electric companies could not complete the 
machinery in time. Secretary Daniels had. conferred 
earlier in the day with a representative of the General 
Electric Company, who assured him that there would 
be no trouble in getting all of the electric machinery 
required for the new battleships within the time limit. 

Representatives of most shipbuilding concerns ex- 
pressed a fear that it would be impossible to get 
deliveries of steel promptly enough to imsure the com- 
pletion of new naval vessels within the contract period. 
Mr. Daniels informed them at the conference that the 
steel companies had advised the Navy Department that 
deliveries of steel for naval construction by the Govern- 
ment would be given preference and made promptly. 

In connection with the pending awards to successful 
bidders on the first ships in the new naval building 
program it is reported that the Navy Department may 
seek an additional appropriation to equip navy yards 
for capital ship building, and proceed with the construc- 
tion of the program itself if a satisfactory agreement 
cannot be reached with private bidders. The Department 
already has $6,000,000 available for the purpose. The 
Department has had under consideration the construc- 
tion of at least ten slips at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
Because it is near a center of labor and the structural 
steel district that yard might become the Navy’s greatest 
building yard should the Government undertake a whole- 
sale construction campaign. 


CONTRACTS FOR DESTROYERS. 


Contracts for the construction of four 35-knot 
destroyers were awarded Nov. 10 to the Bath Iron 
Works of Bath, Me., each vessel to cost $1,150,000. 
These are the first contracts under the 1917 building 
program. 

There remain sixteen destroyers in the program, but 
bids from other shipbuilders are so complicated that 
the Navy Department has been unable to reach any 
decision. Secretary Daniels telegraphed bidders on Nov. 
11 asking them to send representatives to Washington so 
these questions may be disposed of and construction 
begun. 
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REPORT OF COMPTROLLER OF TREASURY. 


In his annual report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1916, Walter W. Warwick, Comptroller of the Treasury, 
devotes several paragraphs to the responsibilities of dis- 
bursing officers of the Army with a’ recommendation by 
him as to change: to be made in the official procedure in 
such matters. Comptroller Warwick points out that “the 
law provides that the pay of an officer in the Army can- 
not be withheld except in pursuance of a judgment, unless 
the Secretary of War in his discretion authorizes the 
checkage. This law prevents the accounting officers from 
enforcing the payment of balances due from unbonded 
officers of the Army by stoppage of pay and leaves the 
only remedy by a suit to obtain a judgment in a case 
where an officer has acted pursuant to orders, and the 
Government has received and retained the benefit of the 
disbursement.” 

The Comptroller continues: “It is recommended that 
authority be conferred upon the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury to give credit where disbursements have been made 





‘in_good:faith..and the Government. has received. and. re- 
tained the benefit thereof. This authority «sho be 


Clearly limited as to the amount of credit to any dis- 


-bursing- officer and. the classes:of cases in which it. should 


be exercised. : It. should be coupled with a provision: for 


charging the officer giving the order in cases involving 
disbursements under orders,” .

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DECISION IN U.S.8. SAN FRANCISCO CASE, 


Comdr. Reginald B. Belknap, U.S.N., in command of 
the Mining and. Mine Sweeping Division of the Atlantic 
Fleet, and Comdr. Arthur MacArthur, jr., U.S.N., have 
been sentenced to lose ten numbers for the grounding 
of the U.S.S. San Francisco.on May.19, 1916. The 
charge was “improperly hazarding a vessel of the Navy, 
in consequence of: which she was. run.upon a shoal. and 
seriously injured.” The exidence in the case shows 
that the weather was foggy and misty, but the court 
held both the commander of the division and the captain 
of the ship guilty as charged. In the summary of the 
case it is pointed out that the evidence shows thatthe 
commanding officer. of the San Francisco had been 
directed to proceed with the vessel to the entrance of 
the Great Round Shoal Channel. At 12:07 a.m. the 
ship arrived at the point which by reckonings should 
have been close to the entrance buoy. Upon arriving 
at this point the division commander was to decide 
whether to proceed through the channel or to go outside 
around Nantucket Shoal, the decision being dependent 
upon the weather conditions. 

_ According to the testimony on which the court based 
its findings, the division commander was weighing the 
alternatives of the situation in his mind and was about 
to decide as to the course when at 12:14 a.m. the officer 
of the deck reported sighting a’ flashlight bearing 225 
degrees; the captain did not see it; the navigator did 
not see it; no lookout reported it. The division com- 
mander, feeling that this light was the one for which 
all had been searching, gave the order, at 12:15, “Head 
for the light, captain.””’ The captain entered no protest 
to the order of the division commander, but gave the 
necessary orders; the ship turned slowly to the star- 
board; by the order of the captain speed was increased 
to two-thirds in order to expedite her swinging, and 
finally was steadied on 231 degrees. Meanwhile the 
captain reiterated his inability to see the light, but 
steadied the ship one-half point away from the bearings 
given to the division commander in order to avoid certain 


- shoal ground near buoy No. 4, which at the time the 


light marked. 

From the evidence recorded it appears that no doubt 
arose in the mind of any person on the bridge as to 
whether the light was one or the other of the two channel 
buoys; the only question which seems to have arisen 
in the mind of the commanding officer was as to whether 
the light actually existed. Though the navigator plotted 
the new course (231 degrees) on the chart of the dead 
reckoning position at 12:15, and though he found it 
passed over a shoal about two miles distant and varied 
about twenty-five decrees from the course of the channel, 
and though this discrepancy was observed by both the 
commanding officer and the division commander, no 
action was taken by any person and the course was fol- 
lowed until the San Francisco took ground at 12:41 a.m.

ARMY OFFICERS AT HORSE SHOW. 


Officers of the U.S. Army and of the National Guard 
had entries in six events at the National Horse Show 
in Madison Square Garden, New York city, in the week 
ending Nov. 18. For the broad water jump on Nov. 13 
the 2d U.S. Cavalry entered the bay gelding Turk, 
which was awarded third place, reaching the 18-foot 
mark in the jumping; while Major William Mitchell, 
S.C., U.S.A., who entered and rode his bay gelding Pat, 
missed an award, as did !:is second entry, Frederick. 
On the following day, however, Major Mitchell had his 
reward when he won both the blue and the red ribbons 
with his two entries in the class for “officers’ chargers, 
middle and light weight, up to carrying 160 to 180 
pounds.” The blue went to Major Mitchell’s sorrel 
gelding, Highland Chief, and the red to his sorrel gelding, 
Sir Dixon. Major Mitchell rode both horses in the ring. 
The third prize in this event went to the brown gelding, 
Florentine, owned and ridden by Capt. D. D. Pullen, 
U.S.A.; while Beowulf, owned and ridden by Lieut. 
Thomas K. Alford, 14th Inf., N.G.N.¥., took the white 
ribbon. 

In the competition for the Placa Cup on the same day, 
for “heavy weight officers’ chargers,” the chestnut geld- 
ing, Tam o’ Shanter, owned and ridden by Lieut.

Larkin, Ist N.Y. Field Art., won the first prize; the bay 
gelding, Pat, owned and ridden by Major Mitchell, took 
second ; and the chestnut mare, Lady Isabella, owned by 
Troop F, 1st Cavalry, N.G.N.Y., was given third place. 
The Canadian Challenge Cup, “officers and government 
horses only to compete, and to be ridden by officers in 
uniform,” first prize went to the brown gelding, Pete, 
owned by the 2d U.S. Cavalry and ridden by Capt. J. 
A. Barry, of that regiment; second to Metaphor, owned 
and ridden by Capt. %. G. Alexander, C.E., U.S.A 
and third and fourth to Ironsides and Lansdowne, owned 
and ridden by Lieut.

The 2d Cavalry won another event on Nov. 15 with 
the brown gelding Pete.

It was a matter of great regret to the authorities of 
the Mounted Service School at Fort Riley that that 
institution was unable to send a team of officers and 
horses to the National Horse Show at Madison square, 
New York.

Maclay, very generously wired the commandant of the 
Mounted Service School that the executive committee 
would allow free entrance and $100 for the personal 
expenses of each officer on the team of four participants. 
But when the total expenses of such a team were figured 
—express car necessary for the valuable government 
mounts, transportation of officers and grooms, subsist- 
ence and incidental expenses—it was found too great a 
drain on the private income of the officers participating, 
and the project was abandoned. It is possible that 
arrangements may be made for the ‘participation of a 
four-man team from the Mounted Service School at the 
Chicago Horse Show. The policy of the Mounted Service 
School has been to send its student officers to horse shows 
only when it would not interfere with ‘the exacting 
requirements of the regular curriculum, although the 
benefits of competing with the best horses and riders 
in the country have been very generally appreciated as 
tending to stimulate a higher standard of horsemanship 
and a pride in developing in the Service better mounts. 
Owing to the suspension of the courses for commissioned 
officers at the Mounted Service School this year it was 
thought possible to spare a small team for a short period 
from school duties, had the financial arrangements for 
—- in the New York Horse Show been satis- 
actory.

Capt. Edward L. Beach, U.S.N., who was in command 
oi the armored cruiser Memphis, wrecked in a hurricane 
on a San Dominican reef Aug. 29 last, with the loss of 
lives, was ordered on Nov. 14 to be tried by G.C.M. 

The Navy supply ship Culgoa struck an obstruction 
off Puerto Plata, San Domingo, on Nov. 11, and lost 
her propeller, according to. a radio report reaching the 
Navy Department. The transport Prairie and the naval 
tug Potomac went to her assistance. The vessel was 
not. believed to be in any danger. 

About 1,200 members of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers visited New London, Conn., on 
Nov. 11, to study the workings of submarines. Their 
visit included an opportunity to observe the maneuvers 
of the U.S.S. D-1, D-2 and D-3 outside the harbor. 

The Japanese superdreadnought Ise was successfully 
launched at Kobe, Japan, on Nov. 14, 1915. The sub- 
marine No. 4 while in the inland sea returning from 
the ceremony was destroyed by a gasoline explosion. 
Six officers were seriously and eight. seamen slightly 
injured. Two of the crew are missing. 

A severe northeast storm which struck the Virginia 
coast Nov. 15 caused a number of warships of the 
Atlantic Fleet to take refuge in Hampton Roads and 
Lynnhaven Bay. These included the Oklahoma, 
Arizona, Florida, Utah, New York, Texas and Wyoming, 
which were holding maneuvers off the Virginia Capes. 
When the Oklahoma dropped anchor in Hampton Roads- 
the government wireless at Fort Monroe requested that 
she send a rescuing crew to the assistance of two fisher- 
men caught in the storm off Willoughby Beach. A 
cutter from the battleship picked up the men after 
several hours’ search. 


The U.S. fuel ship Maumee, equipped with internal 
combustion oil-burning engines, left the navy yard, New 
York, Nov. 14, to join the Atlantic Fleet at Hampton 
Roads. The engines for the Maumee were built in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard and when commenced were the 
largest Diesel engines in the world. Lieut. Chester W. 
Nimitz, U.S.N., was sent to Germany before the war 
by the Navy Department to study the Diesel engines 
there, and when he returned he superintended the con- 
struction of those for the Maumee, and has been placed 
in command of her. 

Prof. Charles E. Lucke, of the gradiate engineering 
school, Columbia Unirersity, New York city, announced 
on Nov. 11 that five lieutenants in the Navy have been 
assigned by the Navy Department to study under his 
supervision. Three of them—Lieut. (J.G.) Harold 
Stacey Burdick, Lieut. (J.G.) Lorain Anderson and 
Lieut. (J.G.) Sidney M. Krause—will specialize in air- 
plane motors. Lieut. (J.G.) Francis Grant Marsh and 
Lieut. (J.G.) Herbert W. Underwood will study sub- 
marine oil engines. This is the first time such assign- 
ments have been made by the Government. Professor 
Lucke believes they indicate the aim of the Navy 
Department and the Advisory Committee on Aeronautics 
to bring into the Navy special knowledge of improve- 
ments in submarine and airplane motors. 

The U.S. collier Caesar, I. F. Shurtleff master, has 
been selected as the “Christmas ship” to take supplies 
for war sufferers in Syria. The collier will arrive in 
New York Dec. 14 and is expected to sail about Dec. 20, 
due to reach Beirut, Syria, a month later. The 
Armenian relief will be sent in the shape of money to 
Constantinople, to be distributed there for purchasing 
supplies. Members of the committee are disappointed 
because the Caesar will carry considerably less cargo 
than originally estimated, not more than 2,500 tons. 
More than $400,000 has been collected as a result of 
the war relief days. Money is still coming in, and it is 
possible the total will pass the $500,000 mark. Only 
$250,000 was needed to fill the Caesar, whose supplies 
will go entirely to the Syrians.

In the official trial of the Spanish submarine Isaac 
Peral off Provincetown, Mass., it is stated that the high 
speed of 15.36 knots on the surface was reached. 
The best surface speed of American submersibles in 
commission is fourteen knots, although types now pro- 
jected are expected to attain sixteen knots. The Spanish 
craft was constructed by the Electric Boat Company 
undet a sub-contract from the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Corporation. oS 

According to an announcement made by the British 
Admiralty on Nov. 15, 1916, thirty-three merchant 
vessels have been sunk without warning by enemy’s sub- 
marines from May 5 to Nov. 8, 1916, and as a result 
of this 140 lives were lost. Of the total number of 
vessels sink, twenty-six were British ships, the loss 
ef which claimed 185 lives, the heaviest death toll 
occurring on the following vessels: Golconda, 19 lost: 
Euphorbia, “11; Franconia, 12; Marina, 18. The state- 
ment says the remainder of the losses were among the 
Allies and neutrals, the French losing t -o ships, with 
the loss of two lives, and the Norwegians losing three 
vessels, with the loss of one life.

prisoners and eight machine guns. This tightens the 
French grip on the Bapaume-road south of Transloy. 

After the capture of the village of Saillisel the French 
pushed on to the east, where they were halted by a fierce 
counter-attack from the region of Les Boeufs to 
Bouchavesnes, where the Germans gained a_ foothold 
in the northern corners and western outlet of the woods. 
The Germans also gained ground in the western part 
of the village of Pressoire, in the region of Ablaincourt. 
south of the Somme. Here the counter-attack was even 
more severe than that at Les Boeufs. Elsewhere the 
counter-attacks were held in check, but they served to 
stay for a time at least the progress of the victors in 
the previous fights.. The attacks, which were preceded 
by a fierce bombardment for two days, were directed 
against the positions previously captured by the French. 

The British bulletin of Nov. 15 claims further ad- 
vances on their front north of Ancre and a dispersal 
by artillery fire of a counter-attack south of the Ancre, 
where the positions won east of Butte de Warlencourt 
were established. 

THE ROUMANIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


Noy. 10 von Mackensen was reported to have crossed 
the Danube at Cernavoda from the Dobrudja side into 
old. Roumania, threatening Bucharest. He had not. 
however, crossed the marshes on the western bank of 
the Danube, and terrific fighting went on along the 
causeway, as during our attack upon the City of Mexico 
seventy years ago, and on either side of the Danube 
swamp crossed by the causeway. When von Mackensen 
took Cernavoda it was announced from Berlin that the 
Roumanians had blown up the bridge. With this struggle 
going along on their left flank, the Teutons were being 
shelled on their right flank at Constanza by Russian 
warships on the Black Sea, and reservoirs of oil and 
naphtha were exploding and firing the city. Mangolia, 
on the Dobrudja coast south of Constanza, was reported 
to be also under bombardment. The report Nov. 12 was 
that the Russian army fighting for the Cernavoda bridge 
has withdrawn to area, on the bridge causeway two 
miles west of Cernavoda, to wait further progress by 
General Shakharoff's army coming south on the other 
side of the Danube. - 

There were three theaters in which the armies got 
to close grips, and there was hand-to-hand trench fight- 
ing. They were the Baranovitchi region, north of the 
Pinsk marshes; the Narayuvka region, southeast of 
Lemberg, and the snow covered Carpathians. 

Fighting continues all along the Roumanian border, 
but the reports are so conflicting that it is difficult to 
determine the conditions with any exactness. The 
Roumanians appear to be particularly active on the 
Carpathian border and the Germans in the Transylvania 
mountains. The Germans reported Nov. 13: “Front of 
Archéuke Charles Francis—In the Gyergyo Mountains 
German and Austro-Hungarian battalions captured 
Dicta and Arsuriler. There and on the heights east of 
Belbor, and also on the east bank of the Putna, the 
Roumanians made several attacks in a futile effort to 
dispute with us the ground gained. Hostile advances 
in the mountains, on both sides of Oituz Pass, were 
repulsed. Northwest of Campulung our troops captured 
Candesti. Southeast of Rothenthurm Pass, on the 
Szurduk road, and north of Orsova, Roumanian forces 
made counter-attacks without success. In addition to 
their sacrifices in killed or wounded, the Roumaniaas 
lost more than 1,000 prisoners.” 

A later statement of Nov. 15 says: “Front of Arch- 
duke Charles Francis—On the eastern front of Tran- 
sylvania there was only minor fighting activity. In 
forest and mountain engagements along roads leading 
into Wallachia, which were successful for us, the Rou- 
manians lost yesterday twenty-three officers and 1,800 
men in prisoners, together with four cannon and several 
machine guns. Army Group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen (Dobrudja)—The situation is unchanged. 
The fortress of Bucharest was bombarded by airmen.” 

The Roumanian statement reads: “We repulsed two 
enemy attacks in the direction of Cerbural Valley, 
northwest of Busieni. In the Valley of the Alt we 
repulsed all enemy attacks on the left bank of the river. 
On the right bank under pressure of the enemy we yielded 
ground in the region of Saracinesti. In the Jiul Valley 
the pressure of the enemy continued very strong. Violent 
fighting is taking place southeast of Orsova.” 

The Petrograd War Office issued the following Nov. 
15: “Roumanian front—In Transylvania, north and 
south of the Oituz Valley, the Roumanians took the 
offensive, repulsed the enemy, and captured some 
prisoners and three machine guns. In the Tirgujiuly, 
Alt and Jinl Valleys persistent enemy attacks still con- 
tinue. The enemy, who has been considerably reinforced 
by fresh German troops, succeeded in places in pressing 
back the Roumanians. Dobrudja—There was nothing 
as? ge a to — on 
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Austrians and Germans to recapture the town and re- 
establish communications by way of the Danube. Fight- 
ing also was especially severe at two’ points in the 
Carpathians, at Oltanic and in the Jiul Valley, where 
the invaders are seeking to break through to Craiova. 


THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Russians and Germans are maintaining active 
operations along the eastern front, apparently in part 
for the purpose of drawing off attention from: the critical 
contest in Roumania, by which the Teutons hope_ to 
decide this war. The Germans reported successes Nov. 
10 and 11 at Skrobowa, in Russia, near Baranovichi, 
and on the Narayuvka River, in Galicia. At Skrobowa, 
as the Germans claim, the Russians were thrown from 
strong positions, which they had been fortifying for 
many months, while on the Narayuvka they were driven 
to the east bank of the river, with heavy losses. Rapidly 
concentrated reserves and counter-attacks tenaciously 
repeated could not change these results.” 

Nov. 15 the Russians reported as follows: “On the 
River Narayuvka, in the region of the heights east of 
the village of Lipnicadolna, we assumed the offensive 
and drove the enemy from those of our trenches which 
he had occupied on both sides of the road leading to the 
village of Slaventin. We took prisoners and two machine 
guns. The enemy’s counter-attack was unsuccessful.” 

The Germans report that they, under the leadership 
of Major General yon Wyna, stormed several Russian 
defensive lines over a front of about four kilometers 
(two and a half miles) in the district of Skrobowa, 
near Baranovichi, and threw back the enemy beyond the 
Skrobowa Brook. The enemy lost as prisoners forty- 
nine officers and 3,880 men, twenty-seven machine guns 
and twelve mine throwers. 

Along a front of two and a half miles near Skrobowa, 
about twelve miles northeast of Baranovichi, picked 
German forces hurled themselves seven times against 
the enemy’s bastions and were thrown back. Before 
the eighth assault the Russians broke and were swept 
across Skrobowa Brook to their second line trenches. 
Nearly 4,000 prisoners were captured. 

The Germans are striving for the control of the im- 
portant railways running from the district of Barano- 
vichi northeast to Minsk and southeast to the Struman 
region. The Russians say: “In the region of Skrobowa 
the enemy several times attacked, and notwithstanding 
the stubborn resistance of our detachments, which had 
repelled seven onslaughts, our troops were compelled to 
fall back to their second line trenches. Flame pro- 
jectors were used by the enemy. In the region south 
of Dorna Watra, in the valley of the Bystritza River 
and near the villages of Khollo, Toldesh and Putna, the 
enemy counter-attacked, with the result that we were 
compelled to abandon some of the heights we occupied 
the previous day. The battle continues.” 


THE ITALIAN AND MACEDONIAN FRONTS. 


A Rome despatch of Nov. 11 reports that some further 
ground has been gained by the Italians in the operation 
of straightening out the front of their advance on the 
Carso Plateau. “Along the whole front artillery 
activity has been hampered by heavy snowfalls in the 
mountains and torrential rains on the middle and lower 
Isonzo,” says the official report. “On the Carso, be- 
tween Monte Faiti and Castavravizza, our infantry 
straightened out the front, advancing about nine hun- 
dred yards.” 

The Serbians, aided by the French, are achieving a 
notable success in their operations against Monastir, 
which is the meeting place of roads from Saloniki, 
Durazzo, Uskub and Adrianople. At last report the 
fighting had swung loose from the Cerna River to the 
region of the powerful defenses of Kenali. The Serbians 
dislodged the Bulgarians by a successful flanking move- 
ment from the east, threatening the Bulgarian rear after 
capturing the heights overlooking their position on the 
plains. This gave the control of the Cerna from Brod 
to Iven. 

The passage by the Serbians through the mountain 
ranges east of the plain of Monastir has rendered prac- 
tically untenable the frontier defenses to the south based 
on Kenali, on the road to Monastir. Iven is ten miles 
north of the southern boundary of Serbia and twenty 
miles east of Monastir, and separated from it by the 
Chuke-Seleckka range. Further to the west the Serbians 
and French advanced to the north of Velyeselo, in the 
Cerna River bend. 

Entente forces have attacked the German-Bulgarian 
lines on the Monastir Plain, the German War Office 
announced on Nov. 14 in an official report on fighting 
along the Macedonian front. The battle is still in 
progress both on this plain amd north of the Cerna. The 
statement says: “Macedonian front—In the district of 
Korea our reconnoitering detachments renewed their 
skirmishing with French infantry and cavalry. Attacks 
by Entente troops on the Monastir Plain and north of 
ae are in progress, the fighting not yet being 
ended.” 
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NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 
A FEW BORDER GROWLS. 


Capt. H. E. Williams, a former captain in the Oregon 
National Guard and chairman of a committee in charge 
of funds used for supplies to Oregon. National Guards- 
men on the Mexican border, has been criticizing the War 
Department for its handling of rations. In reading a 
report on Oct. 51 last to the association of “Live Wires” 
at Oregon City, Ore., regarding the expenditure of 
$972.50 for Company G, 3d Oregon Infantry, Captain 
Williams said: “In reading this report you will notice 
a check for $309.48 which was sent to the quartermaster 
at Fort Rosecrans, Cal., for overdraft of rations by 
Captain Blanchard, of Co. G. The company commanders 
were ordered to draw fifteen days’ rations upon leaving 
the border. They figured the amount of rations neces- 
sary in addition to what they had on hand, but the 
quartermaster evidently thought they did not know what 
they wanted and shipped for them what he thought they 
needed. These rations were shipped to Clackamas and 
dumped in the various company streets after the troops 
arrived here. At the expiration of the fifteen days, 
instead of allowing the company commanders a cash 
allowance which they could have gotten on the border 
when they did not need the provisions, the Quarter- 
master’s Department said they had to take rations or 
nothing. The result of this was that ihe company com- 
manders, when the troops were mustered out, had left 
on their hands from $150 to $300 worth of government 
rations, which the Government refused to take back and 
forced the company commanders to pay for out of their 
own pockets. ‘This certainly is a rank injustice to these 


men who went to the border, and there must be some- 


thing radically wrong with the administration of the 


War Department’s affairs at Washington if such condi- 
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ments expressed in the Rio Grande Rattler to the effect 
that National Guardsmen on the border are contented 
and more than resigned to their fate are not the senti- 
ments of the large majority of men, and goes on to say: 
“The Rattler is merely the mouthpiece of General 
O’Ryan, and its editorials and many of its articles are 
inspired from division headquarters, where all ‘copy’ is 
inspected before publication. The Guardsmen are ‘on’ 
and only laugh at such articles. The Rattler is a good 
paper and a credit to the men detailed permanently to 
it. It is read for its news, and not for its inspired 
articles or editorials. It does not dare submit for official 
inspection any truths concerning the atrocious medical 
conditions and honest criticism of antiquated Regular 
Army methods; least of all, publication of the one topic 
nearest to the hearts of all the Guardsmen, namely, the 
political ins and outs of sending them there last June 
and the miserable petty politics in Washington that is 
still keeping them away from their jobs and families 
doing nothing, could not be considered for a moment. 
Criticism of superior authority is a court-martial offense. 
The Rattler is valueless as a reflection of - National 
Guard sentiment on the border.’’ 

A member of Company F, 22d Engineers, in writing 
from McAllen, Texas, Nov. 7, says: “In July the news- 
papers printed an item that the troops had been supplied 
with cots and board floors for their tents. As a matter 
of fact, our company and numerous other companies had 
neither till the second week in September. The result 
was that numerous soldiers contracted rheumatism and 
other diseases. The New York papers have printed items 
from time to time about the health of the troops as 
evidenced by the absence of cases in the camp hospitals. 
Since September fhere has not been a time when the 
camp hospital could accommodate all the sick troops in 
need of hospital care. A statement also appeared, 
ascribed to a staff officer, that the troops did not get 
hard tack instead of bread, had plenty of meat and were 
otherwise well fed. During the month of October our 
company had hard tack instead of bread at least once, 
and generally twice, every day. Meat has been served 
three times a week.” 

NEW YORK. 

The Machine Gun Company of the 7th N.Y. Infantry 
has engaged in target practice at Harlingen, Texas, for 
fourteen days, with excellent results. The compary,’ 
under Capt. Kenneth Gardner, was absent from camp 
for eighteen days, four of which were consumed in 
marching to Aarlingen and back. There were forty-two 
targets on the range. In the firing twenty-three of these 
were hit many times. Some of the targets were com- 
pletely riddled by the bullets from the machine guns. 


MASSACHUSETTS, 


The Ist Squadron Cavairy, National ‘Guard of Massa- 
chusetts, arrived in Boston on the night of Nov. 9 from 
the Texas border for muster out of the Federal service. 
At the armory there were cots for the men and blankets, 
but the horses had to be turned loose on the tanbark 
with ample water and stacks of hay. The stalls were 
not ready for the animals. The battalion returned home 
in the best of condition, the men fully equipped for a 


winter campaign, with overcoats and sweaters, and the 


men were very happy to be in Boston. 


In recognition of service on the Mexican border medals © 


were presented at the Lynn Theater, Lynn, Mass., Nov. 
13, 1916, to officers and men of Companies D and I, 
8th Massachusetts Infantry, following a banquet in the 
South Common street armory. Mayor Newhall pre- 
sented the medals and praised the performance of duty 
of the troops. The first medal went to Lieut. Col, Wil- 
liam H. Perry, commanding officer of the 8th.

TEXAS AND TENNESSEE. 


The 2d and 3d Texas Infantry, on duty on the Mexican 
border, completed a practice march of forty miles on 
Nov. 9. Despite bad weather prevailing and the: fact 
that each man carried sixty-five pounds of equipment, 
only a few men dropped out. 

A report prepared by Col. J. T. Stockton, Assistant 
Quartermaster General of the Texas National Guard, 
shows that on Sept. 30, 1916, there were 213 officers 
and 4,340 enlisted men of the Texas Guard in Federal 
service. On May 31, about two weeks after the Presis 
dent’s call for state Militia for service on the border, 
there were 197 officers and 3,650 enlisted men in the 
Texas federalized Guard; on July 31 the number had 
increased to 212 officers and 4,268 men; on Aug, 81, 
212 officers and 4,384 men. 

Troops C and D, Cavalry, Tennessee National Guard, 
were ordered on Nov. 4 to leave Nashville for El Paso, 
Texas, for duty on the border.

Troop A and Battery A of the Oregon National Guard, 
on duty at Calexico, Cal., have gone into winter quarters, 
This means that while the Oregon soldiers have been 
drilling they have also been doing ca’ ter’s work -to 
make the tents more comfortable with board floora and 
sides.

VARIOUS ITEMS, 


Some sixty National Guardsmen in the Federal ser- 
vice were placed in arrest at Deming, N.M., Nov. 15, 
charged with desertion. The men, it is stated, deserted 
because of hardships due to cold weather. ‘They belong 
to the 1st Provisional Infantry Brigade, composed of 
the 1st and 2d Arkansas Infantry, the 1st Delaware 
Infantry, Ist Wyoming Infantry and- New Hampshire 
Field Hospital Corps, stationed at Fort Bayard, N.M. 


Despatches from Deming, N.M., of Nov. 16, state that 


the 4th Separate Brigade, which left Deming on a prac- 
tice march, and ending in maneuvers at Fort Bayard, 
is badly disorganized as the result of the extreme cold 
and on account of sickness and desertions. ‘The death 
from spinal meningitis of Corporal Hunt, of Co. I, Ist 
Arkansas Inf., was also reported, and his remains were 
buried at Fort Bayard. Five men are also said to be 
dangerously ill with pneumonia. Capt. John C. Pegram, 
in temporary command of Camp Deming, said that he 
had been advised of 145 desertions. Medical mien at 
the base hospital at Deming said they did not believe 
there was any danger of an epidemic of spinal menin- 
gitis. 

Extensive maneuvers by Regular Army and National 
Guard troops in the Brownsville district of Texas began 
on Nov. 16, the combined forces aggregating some 25, 
men. The two forces comprise a “Brown Army,” under 
Brig. Gen. H. A. Allen, Iowa National Guard, which 
is to endeavor to capture a large section of territory 
known as the “Lower Rio Grande valley” from a “White 
Army,” the defending force. This force, which is under 
command of Brig. Gen. F. M. Lewis, Minnesota National 
Guard, was stationed in the neighborhood of Llano 
Grande, forty-six miles west of Brownsville. The terri- 
tory in which the armies operate is bounded on the 
east by the Gulf of Mexico, on the south by the Rio 
Grande, on the north by Harlingen, twenty-nine miles 
north of Brownsville, and on the west by Liano Grande 
Camp, seventeen miles west of Harlingen.

ORDERS 34, OCT. 28, 1916, U.S.M.C. 

These orders define the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, com- 
posed of citizens of the United States, and corresponds to the 
fleet naval reserve, It will be made up of four classes: Class 
1 (a) Former officers of the Marine Corps that have left the 
service under honorable conditions; Class 1 (b) men that have 
been, or may be entitled to be, honorably discharged from the 
Marine Corps after one four-year term of enlistment or after 
a term of enlistment during minority; Class 1 (c) enlisted 
men of the Marine Corps that have completed sixteen years’ 
naval service may, on authority of the major general com- 
mandant, on voluntary application on expiration of term of 
enlistment, if entitled to an honorable discharge, be transferred 
to the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve with the rank then held 
by them; Class 1 (d) enlisted men of the Marine Corps that 
have ‘completed twenty or more years of naval service may be 
authorized by the major general commandant, in his discre- 
tion, to transfer to and continue in the Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve at any time during the man’s current enlistment. The 
orders set out the pay, duties and_ requirements, training, in- 
signia, etc., of members of the reserve. 





; ORDERS 35, NOV. 1, 1916, U.S.M.C. 

256. (1) The Naval Appropriation Act approved Aug. 29, 
1916, provides commutation of quarters from that date for 
enlisted men serving with troops where there are no public 
quarters belonging to the Government, or where there are not 
sufficient quarters possessed by the United States to accommo- 
date them. 

(2) When an enlisted man is, in the opinion of the com- 
manding officer of the post, entitled to commutation of quarters 
in accordance with the above mentioned act, the commanding 
officer will forward a certificate to that effect to the Major 
General Commandant, in which will be included the date from 
which the man is entitled to such commutation of quarters. 

(3) The attention of commanding officers is called to the 
fact that each staff non-commissioned officer at a post is en- 
titled to one room as quarters, and that in determining the 
suitability of such a room for his occupancy, whether or not 
he is married must not be taken into consideration.

With speed and dash that warmed the heart of the Navy 
crowd, the midshipmen went at the North Carolina Aggies 
Saturday afternoon and overwhelmed them by 50 to 0. It 
was a record score for the Navy team for several seasons, and 
the general form was much ahead of anything shown this sea- 
son. The midshipmen more than retrieved the defeat at the 
hands of the Agricultural and Mechanical College last season, 
24 to 12. The Southerners played a ragged game, and at no 
stage did they endanger the Navy goal line. 

The midshipmen managed to make points in every quarter, 
and their scoring included a goal from the field on a drop 
kick by Perry, which is the only score of the kind by a mid- 
shipman in a number of years. Perry started the. season at 
guard, dropping back to do the punting, but he has developed 
distinct ability in carrying the ball. Further, his work as a drop 
kicker has made his place on the team a rather certain cone. 
Every one of the backs who started the game showed ability 
as a ground gainer. Martin and Davis, first team men last 
season, but not used-so often this year, showed: some of the 
finest running’ seen here for a long time. Both were full of 
dash, and apparently determined to show that they had been 
overlooked. Martin got im the trick for which he was famous 
of getting the ball on a fumble and running for a touchdown. 
It was in the second quarter, and he covered forty yards, dodg- 
ing through most of the visitors, but the umpire spotted some 
holding and brought him back. That was the Navy’s- worst 
fault, and they lost a good many yards and some points by it. 

Though their ground gaining had fairly earned it, the. mid- 
shipmen were lucky .to get their first touchdown, as they 
fumbled inside of their opponents’ five-yard line, Denhard re- 
covering the ball, however. It was the only score of the quar- 
ter, though the superior strength of the locals was demonstrated. 
The big bunch of points was piled up in the second quarter, 
three touchdowns. On the whole Davis was the most con- 
sistent point maker, closely pushed by Martin and Perry. All 
the goals were kicked by Reifle. In the third quarter Roberts, 
formerly of Colgate, carried the ball over for a touchdown, and 
Perry drop kicked a goal from the thirty-yard line. Ingram’s 
fine running with the-ball_was the feature of the second half, 
and he was responsible for the scoring in the last quarter. 
Rarely did he receive the ball that he did not make runs up 
to forty yards. Once he took one of the visitors’ forward 
passes at the top of a flying leap and ran forty yards for a 
touchdown, but a Navy player had held, and the ball was 
brought back.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 





The eighteenth anniversary of the return of the units of the 
13th Coast Defense Command (formerly the 13th Infantry) 
from the service of the United States in the Spanish-American 
War will be celebrated in the armory Friday night, Nov. 24. 
The command will be reviewed on that evening by Col. Charles 
O. Davis, retired, a former commander of the 13th. 

Col. William G. Bates, 7ist N.Y., who has been ill with 
typhoid fever, contracted while on duty on the Mexican bor- 
der with his regiment, has been improving steadily, but is not 
quite fit yet to resume active military work. 

Lieut. Col. Charles P. Hunt, 5th Inf. Pennsylvania N.G., 
has resigned after a service of forty years. He had an excel- 
lent record as an officer. He first enlisted in Company E, Ist 
Inf., Oct. 4, 1876. After serving as private, corporal and 
sergeant, he was elected first lieutenant in 1891. He was 
elected captain in 1899, major in 1902, and lieutenant colonel 
in 1912. 

In the National Guard, state of Washington, Col, Howard A. 
Hanson, Coast Art., upon his own request, was on Oct. 30 
relieved from command of the 1st Coast Defense Command, 
C.A.C., and transferred from the active list, unassigned, to 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps. Major Clarence B. Blethen, Coast 
Art., is assigned to command the ist Coast Defense Command, 
0.A.C. He has been promoted lieutenant colonel. 

Adjutant General George M. Cole, of Connecticut, announces 
that Federal recognition having been withdrawn from the 10th 
Militia Field Artillery, except Batteries E and F, this regiment, 
excepting Batteries E and F, is disbanded, to take effect Dec. 
1, 1916. Commanding officers of organizations returned from 
the Mexican border are authorized to issue their orders for

It hasbeen broadly asserted that the state of New Jersey 
will receive a large addition to its population from New 
York National Guardsmen located in New York city going 
there to reside in order to escape further military duty, . Brig. 
Gen. Louis W. Stotesbury, The Adjutant General of New York, 
however, is evidently wise to the anticipated big rush, and 
also to the fact that some men may claim a residence in New 
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Jersey and live in New York after the manner of divorce- 
seekers. The Gensral has made it plain in G.O. 35, just 
issued, however, that an alleged residence in New Jersey will 
not be so easy. Te says requests for discharges prior to ex- 
piration of period of enlistment on account of permanent change 
of residence to another state will be forwarded through the 
channel to The Adjutant General of the state, Albany, N.Y., 
for approval. “Commanding officers,’ says General Stotesbury, 
“will satisfy themselves that permanent change of residence 
to another state has taken place or is to take place before 
forwarding requests and discharge will not be granted until 
change of residence to another state has been actually ac- 
complished.” 

A presentation of medals for service on the Mexican border 
will be made to the members of the 14th N.Y. in its armory 
in Brooklyn on Friday night, Nov. 24, by the Soldiers’ Wel- 
come Committee of Brooklyn. Similar presentations are to be 
made to all the other Brooklyn military units which responded 
to the President’s call in 1916.. The arrangements are in 
charge of Col. John H. Foote, 14th N.Y., and at present in 
command of the 2d Brigade. Invitations will be extended to 
the families of the soldiers and also to the members of the 
Citizens’ Committee, of which Brig. Gen. Ardolph L. Kline, 
N.G.N.Y., is chairman. The medals bear the figure of a soldier 
on the front side, with the inscription, ‘Mexican Border Service, 
1916,” and on the reverse is carried the seal of the Borough 
of Brooklyn, with its motto, ‘Een Draght Mackt Maght,” and 
the inscription, ‘Presented by the Citizens of the Borough of 
Brooklyn.’ The medal is suspended on a blue and white rib- 
bon, the blue and white being the Brooklyn colors.

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NOTES FROM BROWNSVILLE. 


Brownsville, Texas, Nov. 6, 1916. 

There has been much gaiety at Fort Brown of late, due to 
the cooler weather and to the fact that a considerable number 
of officers’ wives and families, both of Regulars and National 
Guard, have taken up their quarters in the town. Further, 
Fort Brown boasts a pavilion, recently erected in a picturesque 
site on the banks of the Rio Grande for official and social 
purposes, and this has been taken advantage of to institute a 
series of dances on Wednesday and Saturday of each week, 
making a very desirable change from the dull routine of drill 
for the officers of the various commands. This pavilion is 
also used as a club, one end being set apart for the sale of 
soft drinks. It is also the scene each Monday evening of a 
military lecture, attended by the 400 or 500 officers stationed 
at Brownsville. These lectures have had for their subjects, as 
a rule, the military history of Mexico. 

Lieutenant Raborg, aid on the staff of the district com- 
mander, General Parker, has been most assiduous in iooking 
out for amusements and athletic sports. In the district he 
has organized five baseball leagues and the final games are 
now being played. It is intended shortly to commence to 
organize a similar number of football leagues. Polo is a 
prominent feature of the sports at Fort Brown. In a recent 
series of games between the Fort Brown players and the play- 
ers of Squadron A, Squadron A was defeated by scores of 
8 to 5 and 4% to 4. The playing was of a very high order, 
fast and brilliant. Fort Brown also boasts a number of 
tennis courts, which are in constant use. 

Recently there was staged at Fort Brown a novel entertain- 
ment entitled a Water Field Day,’’ in which use was made 
of the resaca immediately in the rear of the officers’ quarters 
for all kinds of military contests, including a Swimming race 
by men only; a horse-and-man swimming race; a Roman race 
in the water, the horses swimming; a contest in the making 
of basket boats, won by the Engineers, who built a boat of 
pliant boughs wired together, the bottom covered with a 
canvas wagon cover, in six minutes, launched it aad with 
four men in it paddled 200 yards in four minutes; also there 
was a pontoon race in the building of a pontoon bridge; also 
an exhibition showing how an empty escort wagon can be 
pulled across a wide river by a rope without sinking. A 
horse show is slated in the near future. 

_ The Brownsville district is about 100 miles long. Opposite 
its limits are the large Mexican towns of Matamoros and 
Camargo, faced by the American towns of Brownsville and 
Rio Grande City. At Rio Grande City there are two bat- 
talions of Infantry, two batteries of Artillery and a squadron 





of @avalry. At Brownsville there are seven regiments of In- 
fantry, five batteries of Artillery and a squadron of Cavalry. 
In between these two towns, for 100 miles, the line may be 
likened to a line of outposts, with small detachments as out- 
guards along the river and larger detachments as supports 
along the railroad, parallel to the river and about ten miles 
distant therefrom. The largest of these detachments are at 
San Benito, one brigade; Llano Grande, one division, and 
McAllen, one division. Altogether there are 40,000 troops in 
the district, of which 11,000 belong to the New York di- 
vision, the remainder, including 6,000 Regulars, being under 
the command of General Parker. These troops have been 
undergoing a strenuous system of training, amounting to six 
or seven hours of practical and theoretical training per day. 
Of late companies, squadrons and regiments have been under- 
going a series of tests of field training, the results of these 
tests being published to the command. Target practice has 
not been neglected, the entire command, including Cavalry and 
Artillery (with. the exception of a few troops recently ar- 
rived), having completed a course of target practice. The 
system of training depends for efficiency upon inspector-in- 
structors—Regular Army officers, assisted by non-commissioned 
officers, attached to each regiment of the National Guard and 
reporting to the district commander. In this manner progress 
in instruction is made uniform throughout the district. In 
spite of bad weather and many obstacles, the National Guard 
troops have worked with the greatest enthusiasm, and would 
now, in case of war, give a good account of themselves. Much 
credit must be given for these results to the inspector-in- 
structors and to the fine work of the Supply Department. 

On Nov. 1 the troops took part in a very: handsome review, 
held in honor of Major General Murray and Brigadier Gen- 
erals Crozier and Hall. The site was an immense plain, the 
former battlefield of Resaca de la Palma, the reviewing officer 
standing on the very road down which Captain May charged 
with his dragoons and decided that battle. The troops were 
drawn up in three lines—foot troops, mounted troops and 
transportation, and extended considerably over half a mile. 
there being over 8,000 soldiers present. 

The various brigades in the district are now engaged in a 
four days’ practice march. Later on there will be a ma- 
neuver which will last for nearly two weeks, simulating the 
advance of an enemy’s force from Point Isabel-on-Harlingen, 
and its retiring on Brownsville fighting a retarding action. 
The conditions on the other side of the Rio Grande seem 
extremely peaceful. Since American troops crossed the Rio 
Grande-on June 17, 1916, Matamoros and Camargo have been 
nearly deserted by both troops and civilians,

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WITH THE TROOPS ON THE BORDER. 


Fort Bliss, Texas, Nov. 11, 1916. 

Batteries B and C, Colorado Light Artillery, arrived Monday 
from Deming, N.M. The men marched from Deming and the 
trip was quite a severe one, as part way it lay through moun- 
tains. Major W. F. Sharp, U.S.A., is in command of the 
batteries. They have gone into camp at Camp Fort Bliss. 

The Militia units in the El Paso district are from Colorado, 
District of Columbia, Georgia, North and South Carolina, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Kentucky, Ohio, Michigan, New 
Mexico, Temmessee and Connecticut, Thirteen in all, making 
an army of nearly 50,000 men. Troops from Florida, Ver- 
ment and Mississippi are expeeted later for a tour ef duty. 
Company A, 31st Michigan Infantry, left camp on Monday for 
outpost duty on ‘‘The Island,’’ where much smuggling has 
been done. The 1st Kentucky Infantry, which has been taking 
an outing on the Donna Anna target range for fifteen days, 
has returned to its base camp near this garrison. 

The Quartermaster Corps officers of the 7th Division, in- 
cluding those of Pennsylvania and of one brigade of North 
Carolina troops, gave a banquet at the Toltec Club on Friday 
evening complimentary to a number of Quartermaster Corps 
officers of the El Paso district. Lieut. Marshall Henderson, 
16th Pennsylvania Inf., acted as toastmaster. The regimental 
band of the 1st Pennsylvania Artillery furnished music. 

Among contracts the deport quartermaster has on his hands 
at present is the supplying of 7,000,000 feet of lumber to 
floor the tents of the Army in the district for the winter and 
to board up the sides of the canvas houses. It is estimated 
that between 75,000 and 80,000 soldiers will be in the district 
for the winter and these must be taken care of. 

Efforts to induce National Guardsmen whose terms have ex-y 
pired to enlist in the Regular Army have resulted in the 
designation of three recruiting depots in the district, with 
Major T. M. Anderson, 7th Inf., brigade adjutant of the U.S.
